While there have been minor cul- 
tural concessions Yo Russian Jews, 
many synagogues have been closed, 
Dr. Nahum Goldmann has stated. He 
has sent a report to participants in 
years Paris conference on 
Russians Jews. 

Dr. Goldmann’s report notes that 
the Paris conference has been instru- 
menial in awakening world public 
opimon to the problems of Soviet 
Jewry. But no signs of improvement 
in the field of Jewish religious life in 
Russia have been noted. On the 
contrary, synagogues in 14. Soviet 
towns have been closed in the past 
sear, and these steps were frequently 
Preceded by unbridled anti-Jewish 
Campaigns in the local Press.

The Swiss Ambassador to the 
United Nations, Mr. August Lindt, 
has turned down a request by Mr. 
Dag Hammarskjold, the U.N. Secre- 
tary-General, that he leave for the 
Middle East to try to find a solution 
to the Arab refugee problem before 
the General Assembly meets in 
September. 


Mr. Lindt, it appears, argued that 
the chances for the success of such a 
mission were slight at a time when 
the Arab States were divided among 
themselves over the Kuwait issue. 


In the meantime, the formation of 
a Palestine Arab delegation to the 
United Nations, dedicated to “ end the 
unjustified occupation of 80 per cent 
of Palestine’s territory by Zionists,” 
has been announced at the U.N. 
headquarters. 

Mr. Issa Nuakhieh. who issued the 
announcement as “Permanent Rep- 
resentative of the Palestine Arab 
Delegation.” claims to be an Arab 
refugee. He stated that he had sent 
copies of his announcement to Mr. 
Dag Hammarskjold and to all heads 
of United Nations missions. When 
the Palestine Arab “ refugee delega- 
tion,” sponsored by the Arab States, 
appeared at the U.N. General 
Assembly for the first time last 
autumn, during the debate on the 
refugee problem, the group was 
allowed to speak but denied a vote 
in the proceedings of the Political 
Committee, 


SHOPKEEPER KILLED 
BY BOMB

ALGIERS 


Another Jew fell victim to Algerian 
terrorists last Friday. M. Albert 
Cherqui was killed, together with four 
of his Moslem customers, when a 
bomb exploded in his hardware shop 
at Berrouaghia, 100 miles south of 
Algiers. 

Three people were wounded, 
among them the dead shopkeeper’s 
14-year-old son, Alain. 

French counter-terrorists have also 
struck at Jews. On Saturday a plastic 
bomb exploded outside M. Choura- 
quis shoe shop in Oran. M. 
Chouraqui, another of whose shops 
was previously bombed, is accused 
by the O.A.S. (Secret Army Organisa- 
tion) of giving money to the rebel 
F.L.N. The truth may be simply 
that he has refused to pay anything 
to the O.ASS.

BERLIN 

Germany recognises that her moral 
obligation to Israel will never cease, 
said Dr. Adenauer, Chancellor of the 
Federal Republic, at a Press con- 
ference in West Berlin last week. 

Dr. Adenauer stated that after the 
completion of the reparations pro- 
gramme in 1963 West Germany 
would be prepared to examine 
Israel's economic position with a 
view to future German-lIsrael trade 
relations. 

The Chancellor was replying to the 
question, put by an Israeli journa- 
list. why the Federal Government 
had granted “unconditional econo- 
mic aid” to the United Arab 
Republic although the latter con- 
tinued to threaten the destruction of 
Israel. He stated that the credit 
granted to the U.A.R. was not 
without “certain conditions.” ‘The 
aid was intended for the construc- 
tion of a huge water dam in Syria. 


EGYPTIANS RELEASE 
SURGEON

The United Arab Republic has 
freed Professor Fritz Katz, the 
German-Jewish former chief surgeon 
of the Alexandria Jewish Hospital, 
sentenced to a ten-year term on 
charges of spying for Isracl. 

After his release, Professor Katz 
flew to Ziirich, where he was met by 
his Israeli sister. Mrs. Vera Gershon. 
Together, they left for Bonn to thank 
the West German authorities, whose 
intervention secured Professor Katz's 
release. The surgeon is in good 
health and appears to have been 
treated well by his captors.

The vouths were brought back to 
the hall, but as there was no proof 
that the damage had been done by 
them no charges were preferred.

SPECIAL AID FOR 
MEDICAL SCHOOL 


Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The Friends of the Hebrew Uni- 
versity in this country have agreed to 
make a special effort to raise funds 
towards the completion of the Medi- 
cal School buildings attached to the 
new Hadassah University Hospital. 

Professor Norman Bentwich, Chair- 
man of “The Friends,” made this 
statement when presiding at a mect- 
ing of the Council, last week at 237 
Baker Street, N.W.1. He referred to 
the one-day operation whereby all 
the patients from the hospitals—and 
nurses and staff—had been trans- 
ferred to the new hospital which 
was now in full use. What remained 
to be completed, he said, was the 
building of the medical school and 
this would require a large som of 
money. 

The “ Friends” hoped to make a 
substantial contribution, and a dinner, 
at which Lord Cohen of Birkenhead 
would preside, would take place in 
the autumn. 

Professor Bentwich referred to 
“Hebrew University Week,” which 
begins on October 14. He recalled 
that they had held such a week for 
the past ten years with the object of 
making a concentrated eflort to 
obtain new friends, renewing old 
friendships and making house-to- 
house visitations in the same way as 
women did for Jewish Women’s 


Week.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


MEANING OF TISHA B'AB 


O event in Jewish history 
has been the subject of 
such exhaustive discussion 
as the tragedy of the destruction 
of the Temple. “Why was the 
First Temple destroyed? ” ask the 
rabbis. There is no hesitation in 
their reply when they immediately 
answer that it was because of the 
degrading lapse of the people into 
idolatry and immorality. These 
evils sapped the inner strength and 
stability of Israel so that they fell 
easy prey to the enemy. 

“Why was the Second Temple 
destroyed?” they inquire. Here 
the answer is a little more difficult, 
because in religious matters the 
Jews of the first century were not 
by any means as guilty as their pre- 
decessors during the period of the 
First Temple. So the rabbis look 
a little more closely into the social 
pattern of Jewish life during those 
fateful years at the time of the 
downfall of the Second Jewish 
State, and among the various 
observations made to account for 
the calamity we find the thought- 
provoking statement: “Jerusalem 
was destroyed on account of 
Kamza and Bar Kamza.” 

Now these two men were 
undistinguished and otherwise 
unknown citizens of Jerusalem, 
and we are justified in asking what 
moved the author of the above 
Statement to associate the national 
calamity with these two obscure 
nonentities. Listen to their strange 
story. 


A .MAN had a friend called 

Kamza and an enemy called 
Bar Kamza. This man gave a ban- 
quet for all his friends and sent 
his servant to call Kamza. But the 
servant made a mistake and 
brought back Bar Kamza instead. 
When the host entered the ban- 
queting chamber and saw Bar 
Kamza seated among the guests he 
immediately demanded that the 
man leave his house. Bar Kamza 
felt ashamed and asked to be 
allowed to stay and pay for his 
meal. But the host showed no 
sympathy to the man’s feelings and 
subjected him to public ridicule by 
having him thrown out of his 
house. The heart of Bar Kamza 
was bitter; not only against the 
merciless host’ but also against the 
assembly of important and distin- 
guished guests who remained pas- 
sive during the shameful incident. 

“T will slander them to the 
Romans,” he vowed. So off he 
went to the Roman general and 
reported that the Jews were

Many other stories in the Bible 
could not be confirmed archxologi- 
cally, as they were adaptations of 
age-old myths that had circulated 
‘throughout the ancient Near East, Dr. 
Glueck said. “The Biblical writers 
adapted these stories to proclaim 
their religious philosophy and make 
it acceptable through the medium of 
familiar imagery.” 

On the other hand, Dr. Glueck 
emphasised that there were hundreds 
of statements in the Bible that could 
be archexologically corroborated. No 
archeological discovery yet made had 
controverted any historical statements 
in the Bible. 

Dr. Glueck also believed in the 
near-sacrifice of Isaac. He could 
even point out almost exactly the 
spot where it had occurred, since he 
had found in the place mentioned in 
the Bible an area strewn with the 
remains of hundreds of sacrificed

PEERS HEAR ABOUT 
SHABBAT

“ Complex ” 

“The United Synagogue is a great 
and complex organisation. Our 
expenditure, including capital invest- 
ment in building schemes, is over a 
million pounds a year; our margin 
of surplus is one which any business 
of comparable size would regard as 
derisory; one ill-considered or ill- 
administered building scheme could 
do us almost irreparable damage. We 
are financially sound, but solely 
because we are expanding with only 
the most carefully calculated schemes 
—each one reqbiring a vast amount 
of work and experience as well as 
a particular kind of ability. 

‘The Honorary Officers, who have 
the duty to initiate and direct these 
operations on behalf of the Council, 
are elected on a democratic vote— 
a vote which goes farther than the 
normal democratic election in large 
and complex bodies and elects to a 
particular office-—-Mr. X or Mr. Y is 
made ‘Chancellor of the Exchequer * 
by popular vote and not by the man 
who has been elected as respon- 
sible leader. That is our system and 
I, of course, accept it; but what is 
its consequence ? 

“ When I considered my colleagues 
after the recent election, no one 
remained who could spare the time 


and had the icular abilities to 
carry out the financial planning and 
many, many hours of negotiation 
needed by this side of our vast and 


complex organisation. The commu- 
nity owes an immense debt to the 
great abilities and devoted work of 


my I personally owe 
them a debt which I can never repay 
—but there was none who could cope 
(apart from their other commitments) 
with the work that Mr. Wingate has 
done, excellently as they have carried 
out their own important allotted 
shares in our work. 

“Very few people know what is 
really involved in being a Treasurer, 
but even less know what it has meant 
in recent ars—years which have 
been complicated by the vital need 
to expand, ever-mounting building 
costs, the need to borrow large 
capital sums from reluctant lenders, 
licensing difficulties, credit restrictions 
calling for negofiation with the 
Capital [ssues Committee, and the 

synagogues, ¢a whose 
schemes 1s claimed to be the most 
important ever placed before the two 
‘Treasurers, but each of which has to 
be examined, worked on and eventu- 
ally brought forward as a scheme 
meriting the approval of the Council, 
but which leaves the synagogue viable 
and the United Synagogue Treasurers 
able to say that it fits into a well- 
thought-out budgetary structure. The 
planning, however, is only one phase, 
putting it into being and seeing it 
through is an entirely different one, 
made so much more difficult by the 
inelasticity of our finances. The 
thousand and one things that arise 
during building, all of which involve 
almost invariably the inevitable 
“extras,” have to be most carefully 
watched and controlled as otherwise 
the master plan for financing the 
schemes and repaying the moneys 
borrowed on them is bound to fail. 
Such a ten-year plan was the work 
entrusted by his colleagues to Mr. 
Wingate, and on which he devoted so 
much of his time and energy, and 
quite naturally since he was handling 
everything so well his other collea- 
gues did not intervene in the con- 
tinuous working out of the schemes.

The latter referred to “a _ great 
deal of dissatisfaction” among the 
ministers of the United Synagogue 
which, he said, had led to the dis- 
bandment of their Association. One 


of the reasons for their dissatisfaction, 


among many others, he said, was due 
to “a recent appointment of a minis- 
ter to an important synagogue ” 
[Marble Arch] which had made some 
ministers feel that they had been 
overlooked in promotion. He asked 
the President to use all his powers to 
get the Association of Ministers 
re-formed. 

In his reply Mr. Montagu gave 
expression to his deep regret that his 
27 years of happy co-operation with 
the ministers should be disturbed by 
what had occurred. He said the first 
he had heard of any dissatisfaction 
among ministers was when he read 
the announcement in THE JEWISH 
‘CHRONICLE (on June 30) about the 
disbandment of the Association.

Nations, reported that the Russian 
representatives on the U.N. Sub- 
Commission for Prevention of Dis- 
crimination and Protection of 
Minorities had “stifled any mention 
ot discussion or study” of the posi- 
tion of Soviet Jewry. while in Russia 
herself Jewish religious rights and 
culture were stifled by the simple 
process of repression, 

A resolution calling upon “all 


Jews and men of good will to use 
their good offices on behalf of the 
Jews of the Soviet Union” was 
adopted. It called for the restoration 
of Russian Jewish cultural and 
religious institutions. 

Another resolution criticised the 
Israel Chief Rabbinate for its decision 
to bar marriages between Bene Israel 
and Orthodox Jews in Israel. 
It stated that the decision of 
the Chief Rabbinate affected “ not 
only our loyal and beloved fellow- 
Jews, the Bene Israel, but also the 
Karaites and the converts of San 
Nicandro now in Israel. We protest 
at this exclusionary attitude also on 
behalf of tens of thousands of Jews 
all over the world, whose divorces 
might not be technically acceptable 
to the Israel Chief Rabbinate.”’ 


Asking the delegates to accept the 
resolution, Rabbi Jacob K. Shank- 
man, Chairman of the American 
Board of the World Union, declared 
that the Chief Rabbinate of Isracl 
was “exceeding its authority,” and 
that its attitude towards the Bene 
Israel was “unfair, harmful, and 
divisive.” He said that the Israel 
Chief Rabbinate “have the right to 
interpret Jewish law, and let those 
who accept their decrees follow these 
mandates,” but it could not, and 
should not, speak for Israel Jewry 
and even less for the Jews outside 
of Israel. 


Rabbi Shankman added that the 


‘attitude of the Chief Rabbinate was 


even less comprehensible in view of 
the fact that the President of the 
Orthodox Rabbinical Council of 
America, Rabbi Charles Weinberg. 
had only a year ago described the 
Bene Israel as. “unshakably devoted 
to traditional Judaism.” 


Proselytisation problem

“The mission of Israel” to the 
Gentiles and the thorny question of 
proselytisation formed the subject of 
the final debate before the Progres- 
sive Union conference concluded. 
Earlier the principal Hon. Officers 
were elected for another two years. 

The two young Anglo-Jewish 
ministers—the Rev. John Rayner 
(Liberal) and Rabbi Alan Miller 
opened the discussion 
uddamentally disagreed with one 
another.

Speaking from an _ experience 
which, he said, would be confirmed 
by every Progressive minister in the 
field, at least in this country, Rabbi 
Miller stated that the sapebte who 
embraced Judaism out of inner con- 
viction .and who afterwards proved 
to be a good Jew, was the rare excep- 
tion. Proselytisation almost invari- 
ably occurred because of the desire 
to marry a Jewish partner. 

The main speaker at the session 
devoted to “Aspects of Progressive 
Judaism and human responsibility,” 
on Sunday, was Sir Basil Henriques. 
In his speech he stated: “One of 
the greatest responsibilities facing the 
leaders of Progressive Judaism today 
is the responsibility to suggest to 
affiliated synagogues what are the 
fundamental ceremonial laws which 
every Jew should know and keep.” 

After the Conference concluded its 
deliberations, two “study groups” 
left for Israel and Western and 
Central Europe. 

One, under the guidance of Rabbi 
Hugo G. Gryn, the Union's Executive 
Director, were touring France, Italy. 
Holland, Austria, Hungary, and 
Yugoslavia, to ascertain the current 
conditions of Jewish communal and 
religious life there. The other, led 
by Rabbi Jay Kaufman, Vice-Presi- 


dent of the Union of American 
Hebrew Congregations, was to 
examine the position of Liberal 


Judaism in Israel and to seek for it, 
from the Israeli authorities, full 
freedom and facilities for develop- 
ment.

ELKAN ADLER: AN | 
APPRECIATION 


By EPHRAIM LEVINE 


EXT Monday the centenary 
N of Elkan Adler's _ birth, 

many of us will recall 
happy memories of a sweet soul 
who adorned many aspects of liv- 
ing, not the least of which was his 
genius for friendship. From 1916, 
when I found him a_ quiet, 
unobtrusive member of the New 
West End Synagogue, till his death 
in 1946, he remained a true guide, 
philosopher, and friend, ever ready 
to counsel with a mind equipped 
with so much learning both Jewish 
and secular, and to encourage with 
a heart filled with love and 
humanity. 


And with all his many natural 
gifts there went an _ unaffected 
modesty. The true scholar and 
humanitarian can always find 
something to admire in the work 
of others, and can find a kindly 
word when criticism is 
How different from the self-a: 
whose knowledge, like Jonah’s 
gourd, has grown up in a night 
and, like the gourd, vanishes in the 
light of day. 

The Jewish doctrine under the 
name “The merit of the Fathers ” 
is often abused. It can be a 
precious inspiration when the 
memory and the example of a 
name live in the lives of those who 
succeed to it. Elkan was the son 
of one Chief Rabbi and the brother 
of another. From 1845 to 1911 the 
Adlers were the spiritual leaders of 
the community, and under their 
guidance Anglo-Jewry grew to 
supremacy. In this atmosphere of 
religious observance and tolerance 
Elkan Adler grew up and at one 
time contemplated preparation for 
the Ministry. Other counsels must 
have prevailed and he dedicated his 
life to literature and law, added to 
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a strict adherence 
to Jewish observ- 
ance. 

He was a solici- 
tor by profession 
and, as the sehior 
partner in a large 
City firm, his 
advice was sought 
by a host of 
clients in many 
parts of the 
world. His coun- 
sel was gener- 
ously available, 
too, in the course 
of his communal 
work, and many 
institutions could 
rely upon his 
guidance when legal matters came 
within their orbit. 

Elkan Adler was one of a band 
of pioneers with the world as his 
parish, constantly travelling here 
and there in all countries and 
places in search of Judaica and 
Hebraica. We know of his visits 
to famous Geniza treasure houses 
said to contain Hebrew and Arabic 
MSS., of his success in acquiring 
valuable documents, and of his 
publication of his research labours. 
The Adler papyri proved especially 
helpful in confirming some of the 
disputed historical passages in the 
Bible, and Adler was one of that 
select body of scholars and travel- 
lers whose nineteenth- and twen- 
tieth-century journeys brought to 
us sheets and fragments which 
have proved of inestimable value 
for the elucidation of problems 
hitherto baffling. 

His contributions to Anglo- 
Jewish history were considerable. 
Not alone his published volumes 
dealing with London Jewry, but bis 
occasional studies in the Trans- 
actions and Miscellanies of the 


Jewish Historical Society revealed 
the variety of his research. From 
the Society's inception he was a 
diligent member of its Council, and 
had been its President. 

o one who has grown old and 
whose life has enjoyed the love 
and friendship of great personali- 
ties in various branches of life 
memory rolls away the story of 
achievement and outward success 
and loves to dwell upon the beauty 
of character and the inner soul. 
Elkan was a great human soul, a 
lover of his people, a staunch 
friend, a constant exemplar of the 
faith he lived, a heart overflowing 
with the milk of kindness. | remem- 
ber how the fate of so many of hrs 
brethren and of his own tmmedi- 
ate family during and after the last 
war stirred him to the depths and 
how the cry of oppression never 
ceased to ring in his ears. We know 
how he reacted and how he rescued 
many from the jaws of death and 
made the evening of their days a 
veritable valley of hope. 

I salute the memory of this great 
human brother in faith.

Eichmann admitted that in June, 
1942, he wrote to Himmier and

Rumanian Jews, and that although 
the letter to Himmler said Jews 
unfit for labour would be included 
in the deportation, the other letter 
said only that Jews who could 
work would be deported. 

Questioned about the discrep- 
ancy, Eichmann said: “I had to 
deal with matters as ordered.” 

His reply was interrupted by 
Mr. Hausner, who snapped: 
“. . . you even deceived the 
Foreign Ministry in the question 
of deportations, and you've got to 
admit it.” 

Eichmann said, after a pause, 
that he had had orders from 
Himmiler “to camouflage certain 
things.” 

Mr. Hausner: “But your 
swindle to the Foreign Ministry 
was discovered and they were 
furious with your methods. . . .” 


Eichmann stood rigid in the dock 
when the gy eneral shouted 
at him: “ Orders for the murder of 
innocents had always passed through 


you—true ?* 
He said: “No, I must deny this.” 
Mr. Hausner: “In October, 1941, 

you were quoted in a document sug- 
gesting that Jews should be sent to 
camps at Minsk and Riga where you 
knew Communists were being put to 
death.” 

Eichmann said he was not aware 
what was happening in the camps 
until January, 1942. He only knew 
of “preparations” for extermination 
in the camps. 

Eichmann admitted having visited 
Himmler (S.S. chief) at his Russian 
front headquarters in 1941, “to 
report on the deportations and 
emigration.” 

When Mr. Hausner put it to him 
that “it was after your report that 
Himmler issued his order stopping all 
emigration,” Eichmann agreed this 
was “possible” but probably 
Himmler had decided to stop the 
emigrations and obtained my report 
afterwards.” 

On the switch from shooting to 
gassing of Jews, Mr. Hausner said: 
“You told Mueller: ‘Our people 
might turn into sadists (if they go on 
with these mass shootings)—there 
should be a more elegant way ?’” 

Eichmann: “ A more elegant way ? 
This is new to me. I did say there 
was danger the men would turn into 
sadists.” 

Questioned- by Mr. Hausner 
whether the man in charge of Jewish 
affairs in that ministry was a Dr. 
Ernst Wetzel, Eichmann agreed that 
he was. 

Then Mr. Hausner asked a ques- 
tion that electrified the courtroom: 

“Is this the reason why Wetzel 
wrote on October 14, 1941, that it 
was decided to change the method of 
extermination from mass shooting to 
the gas system, and you had given 
your approval to this method?”

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AMERICAN RELIGIOUS PRESS

Although the general trend of 
American Press comment about the 
Eichmann trial has been favourable 
to Israel, the same is not true of the 
Christian religious Press, according to 
a report issued by the American 
Jewish Congress. 

The report stated that the “ pre- 
dominant and unmistakable tone ” of 
Christian publications was one of

“consistent if low-keyed hostility to 
Israel.” This hostility was most 
evident in local diocesan papers such 
as the “ Pittsburgh Catholic.” The 
sharpest comments concerned the kid- 
napping of Eichmann and the ques- 
tion of Israel's right to hold the 
trial at all. 


However, liberal Catholic maga- 
vines, like “America” and ~ The 
Commonweal,” “editorialised in a 


vein far different from that of the 
local diocesan Press, again reflecting 
the diversity that may be found 
among Catholic publications,” the 
report said. 

Protestant papers were “ somewhat 
more receptive to the idea of the trial 
in Israel,” although much of what 
they wrote about the case was con- 
cerned with the problem of capital 
punishment. One of the few Christian 


leaders publicly to defend Israel as 
the proper place for the trial was Dr. 
Reinhold Niebuhr, the Protestant 
theologian. 

The Congress found only “ scant 
reference to the holocaust and the 
annihilation of European Jewry” 
among sectarian publications generally, 
and asserted that the American reli- 
gious Press had failed to confront 
“the implications for the Christian 
religious world of the monstrous fact 
of the Hitler period.”

According to official records held 
by the West Berlin authorities, Eich- 
mann’s superior, General Heinrich 
Alois Mueller, was «killed in Berlin 
in May, 1945. and his body buried 
in a West Berlin cemetery. 

Despite these records, however, the 
West Berlin authorities still consider 
it poss‘ble that the body is not that 
of the Gestapo chief. Many Nazi 
officials “submerged” at the end of 
the war by exchanging their personal 
papers with those found on some 
corpse lying in the streets.

PRAISES JUDGES

DUSSELDORF 


The head of the official West 
German observers’ delegation at the 
Eichmann trial, Baron von Preuschen, 
has declared that the trial is com- 
pletely fair and objective. He told 
the correspondent of a German- 
Jewish weekly that the presiding 
judge and his two assistants were 
“judges in the best sense of the 
word.” 


Baron von Preuschen said _ the 
defence had been granted full free- 
dom of action. Dr. Servatius had 
managed to establish a good relation- 
ship with the court, and he and his 
methods were accepted and respected 
by the Israeli public. 


Fears that the trial might impair 
the positive relationship developing 
between Germany and Israel had 
proved unfounded, said the Baron. 
On the contrary, there was a remark- 
able readiness on the part of Israelis 
to engage in conversation with Ger- 
mans. In a few cases only had he 
met with a certain restraint. 


He did not believe that the trial 
had increased antisemitism in Ger- 
many. Those whose antisemitic 
feelings were strengthened by it were 
either stupid or evil, in any case 
incorrigible.

From 1. NEUMANN—Paris 


URING the summer months 
1) the narrow, climbing streets 

of Montmartre, leading to 
the Sacré Coeur Church, white and 
shining in the sun, are daily filled 
with swarms of tourists from all 
over the world. Twenty-two-year- 
old A.S., black-haired and swarthy, 
walking up Rue Lamarck last 
week, could have been taken at 
first sight for one of the sightseers. 
His thoughts, however, were on 
serious matters, preventing him 
from paying even the slightest 
attention to the romantic scene. 


Ignoring the Sacré Coeur on his 
right, he was looking for the Jewish 
Night and Day Shelter. He had 
arrived in Paris the previous evening 
and spent the night at the railway 
station. At the Shelter he could 
hope for a bed and three meals a day 
until he found work and got his first 
pay. Then he would be able to 
move into a modest hotel and make 
arrangements for his mother and 
two sisters, still in Tunisia, to follow 
him to France. 


In the last ten years A.S. has been 
preceded on the way from North 
Africa to France by about 100,000 
of his coreligionists. The stream, 
though continual, has fluctuated. It 
reached its peak in 1957-58. No one 
possesses exact statistics of this 
immigration but, according to the 
Paris Jewish Welfare Committee, 
Tunisian Jews constituted 42 per cent 
of those who applied for help. in 
spite of the relatively small number 
of Jews in Tunisia itself. The 
Others were equally divided between 
Algerians and Moroccans, 


New centres 


have settled in the Paris area, while 
the others have stayed in the south 
of France, in the area between 
Marseilles and Lyons. The Jewish 
community of Marseilles has grown 
in this way from less than 10,000 ‘o 
over 30,000. Nice, Aix-en-Provence, 
and Avignon have become new 
centres of Jewish life. 


Since April, 1959, Tunisian -and 
Moroccan immigrants are considered 
as foreigners, Moroccans need both 
a carte de séjour (residence permit) 
and a work permit, while the 
Tunisians, subject to different regu- 
lations, need the carte only. But 
the difficulties they meet in obtain- 
ing the necessary permits, together 
with the obstacles put in the way of 
Moroccan Jews wishing to emigrate. 
have changed the stream of arrivals 
into a trickle, One the other hand, 
immigration from Algeria seems to 
be on the increase. Algerian Jews, 
being French citizens, do not have 
to register with the authorities. 


Numbers alone cannot reflect the 
real impact of the changes.going on 
in French Jewry. The Paris Con- 
sistoire recognised this change two 
years Oo, when the city’s second 
nagogue, in the Rue des 
Toufnelles, was turned over to the 
Sephardim. 

Through immigration from North 
Africa, three Paris districts—the 4th. 
Lith, and 20th—-have become centres 
of Jewish life. After the war there 
were six kosher butchers’ shops in 
Paris; today there are nearly 40

There are now ten synagogues in

Men 
like Rabbi Abraham Moshe Finger- 
but, who, although an Ashkenazi. js 
President of the Union of North 
African Jews in France—his wife js 
Algerian and seven of his eight chil- 
dren were born jn Algeria—have 
helped to ensure _ this. Many 
Sephardim' worship in Ashkenazi 
Synagogues near their homes, and 
vice versa. 


Declining authority 


Together with housing and employ. 
ment, the problem of family cohesion 
causes much concern to the North 
African immigrants. In their changed 
circumstances the authority of the 
father, aS firm as a rock Jn Tunisia 
or Morocco, is liable to Break down. 
“There are families which have con- 
stituted a constant social problem 
since their arrival in France ten 
years ago and on each member of 
which a whole novel could be 
written,” says Miss Schwob. chief 
social worker of the Jewish Welfare 
Committee. 


The weakening of family bonds. 
through sudden integration into 
modern life, is among the causes of 
relatively high juvenile delinquency) 
in the North African Jewish com- 
munity in France, But it is also one 
of the factors in assimilation, which 
is am jncreasing danger, according ‘o 
the unanimous opinion of all those 
concerned with the immigrants. The 
higher the cultural standard 
ing, of course, French culture — the 
greater the tendency to assimilation 
and intermarriage. 


“Religious feeling among these 
people often resembles superstition 
and breals down easily after the first 
onslaught,” believes Miss Schwob 
“Take the matter of kosher food: 
When the child first goes to schoo! 
his parents may at first violentl 
oppose his getting meals there. Bu 
once they acquiesce in it. they often 
hurry to the other extreme and throw 
away all religious customs.” 

Why have the immigrants chosen to 
settle in France rather than Israc!? 
The reaSons given vary, but the one 


most often heard concerns fami) 
allowances.

BEN-GURION'S peace overtures 
to the Arabs appear to have 
worried Cairo rather more than the 
Israeli rocket did.

itself upon its purely Christian 
patronage did not suffer when its 
exclusiveness was well advertised. 
Indeed, it may well have thereby 
become more desirable to those 
eligible for admission. 

In the last twenty years, how- 
ever, the techniques of public 
exposure have become i singly 
effective. The revelation that per- 
sons with Jewish names were 
denied reservations at precisely the 
same time that their friends whose 
names were not Jewish were wel- 
comed has shocked those who were 
admitted, as well as those who 
were turned away. The climate of 
Opinion has turned hostile to such 
prejudice. 

The difference in attitude 
emerged even more clearly as the 
resorts attempted to compensate 
for the seasonal nature of their 
business. Seeking to make fuller 
use of their facilities in slack 
periods they began to solicit the 
patronage of conventions of busi- 
ness, professional, and _ social 
groups. Such gatherings could 
cover a large part of the overheads 
in months when the normal 
clientele was not present. But to 
accommodate such associations 
the hotels were forced to accept all 
members without discrimination. 


Daygble standard 


As a result they developed a 
curiously ambivalent  practice— 
open doors and a cordial welcome 
to anyone during the off-season, 
but selective admission during the 
high season. This effort at com- 
promise failed. Jews who learned 
that they would not find space as 
individuals in the high season 
refused to be tolerated guests in the 
off-season; and numerous organi- 
sations cancelled their reservations 
when their attention was called to 
the double standard. The hotels 
that adhere to a restrictive policy, 
therefore, face the loss of a most 
lucrative form of income. 

The law is also catching up with 
them. Many States have equal 
accommodation laws that forbid 
discrimination. The resorts have 
argued that these provisions 
applied only to travellers, but the 
courts have refused to sustain that 
distinction and have driven the 
recalcitrant innkeepers to a variely 
of uncomfortable expedients. Some 
advertise “churches near-by” or 
use other surreptitious means of 
selection. Others have converted 
themselves into private clubs. 


Danger revealed 


But all these underhand means 
of concealment are self-defeating, 
for they run the risk of antagonis- 
ing Gentiles as well as Jews. A 
well-known incident years ago 
revealed the danger. Questioned 
by a hotel clerk about his religion, 
George M. Cohan, Irish- 
American actor, departed with an 
answer that received wide pub- 
licity : “We both were mistaken. 
You thought I was a Jew and | 
thought you were a gentleman” 

The means of recognition are 
not as clear now as they were when 
Jews were mostly immigrants, who 
spoke with an accent. It becomes 
increasingly difficult to maintain 
the line against them without an 
open questioning that is either 
illegal or offensive to all sorts of 
Americans who no longer passively 
accept prejudice. 

Discrimination of this sort was 
scarcely known in Europe, not even 
in. the Germany of the 1920s 
while antisemitism was develop- 
ing towards Nazism. Exclusionist 
practices in the United States were 
the products of an immature and 
fluid society that lacked indigenous 
aristocratic standards. Those who 
wished to set themselves apart 
could not do so by virtue of birth, 
family, titles, or status ; they had 
to develop artificial criteria of 
belonging by excluding outsiders ; 
and the Jews were the most vulner- 
able. All those pretensions are 
less relevant than ever to American 
life ; and the last remnants of them 
are not likely long to survive.

HERE is still much anti- 
Jewish discrimination in 


A American golf clubs and 
similar institutions. This is clear 
from Professor Handlin’s sur- 
vey opposite. My own reaction 
is: “So what?” #£=The Anti- 
Defamation League of the B'nai 
B'rith, however, has been taking 
it very seriously indeed, though 
what defamation has to do with 
being excluded from a golf club 
is hard to see, unless trans- 
atlantic snobbery has reached 
such a pitch that to belong to 
the wrong club is to be in 
disgrace. 
We, of course, have similar 
weg in this country—per- 
aps the natural home of 
snobbery. A_ gentleman once 
told me, with a great deal of 
pride, that he was the only 
Jewish member of a certain 
famous club. It is, of course, 
true that many people have a 
perverse pleasure in being in a 
place where they are thoroughly 
unwanted, but there is nothing 
to be gained from a campaign 
to open non-Jewish clubs to 
non-Gentiles. No one is deprived 
of any essential right by being 
excluded from a golf club, nor 
granted any special privilege by 
being admitted. The Carlton 
Club discriminates against 
Socialists, the National Liberal 
Club against Conservatives. 
They nearly all discriminate 
against women, and Towns- 
women’s Guilds discriminate 
against men. Many golf clubs 
discrimigate against Jews, and 
the Chassidim Synagogue 
discriminates against Gentiles. 
Now the likelihood that Mere 
are more Jews anxious to join 
golf clubs than there are Gen- 
tiles who want to join the Kehal 
Chassidim has nothing to do 
‘with the argument. The 
essential point is that any body 
of men has the right to form a 
closed society, whether it be to 
play golf or poker, drink port 
or say psalms—as long as if is 
not done at public expense. In 
England, however, there is at 


least one golf club which, 
although it discriminates against 
Jews, receives an indirect public 
subsidy. This is a scandal. It 
would not be tolerated in 
America for a day.

The colourful sketch of Dr. 
Epstein in last Sunday's 
“Observer” contains certain 
inaccuracies. The retiring Prin- 
cipal of Jews’ College is 
reported as Saying that the Col- 
lege takes in about five students 
a year. “If they took more 
they would have unemployed 
rabbis.”

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FUTURE OF JEWS’ COLLEGE 


as Principal of Jews’ College has rightly 
~ evoked many tributes to his services in that 
important position. He was the fifth in a suc- 
cession of distinguished scholars who have 
directed the affairs of the College since its 
establishment 106 years ago. His _ scholarly 
writings and contributions to Jewish learning 
have not only enhanced his own personal repu- 
tation but also reflected lustre on the College and 
on the whole community. This is all the more 
noteworthy since the splendid traditions of Anglo- 
Jewish scholarship which should be our proud 
heritage do not always receive the recognition 
and honour which they deserve in these modern 
times. 


Ts retirement of Rabbi Dr. Isidore Epstein 


Dr. Epstein’s tenure of office since the Second 
World War has coincided with years of tremendous 
change in the history of Jewry and of mankind. 
British Jewry has necessarily participated in these 
changes, and their repercussions have perforce 
affected its institutions. At this week's Speech 
Day Dr. Epstein spoke of “ the claim of paternity 
which I make with pardonable pride in regard 
to all the developments at the College in the 
rabbinic, academic, and general educational 
domains during the past 16 years.” His work 
was gratefully acknowledged at the presentations 
made to him on that occasion and also earlier 
by his past and present pupils. These tributes 
will be endorsed by the whole community. 


But if one chapter is closing anothe?ris about 
to open. It would be idle to pretend that there 
does not exist widespread misgiving about the 
inadequacy of the arrangements so far made for 


the future direction of the College. Some two 
years have elapsed since the announcement was 
made of Dr. Epstein’s impending retirement. Yet 
after this lengthy period the plans which have 
been formulated for the continuing administra- 
tion of the College are still only of a temporary 
and makeshift character. Already there has 
been trenchant criticism of the “interregnum” 
that is being planned. Lack of confidence has 
been publicly expressed in the institution because 
of the uncertainty that surrounds its future 
leadership. 


It would be lamentable if through vacillation 
or infirmity of purpose the College should lose 
the good will and support of the community. 
Moreover, there is deep cause for disquiet in the 
fact that the intake of new ministerial students 
to the College has dwindled almost to vanishing 
point, It should be evident, therefore, that now 
more than ever, the College requires inspiring 
and vigorous leadership if it is to continue to 
fulfil its historic réle in our communal life. 


At this critical juncture in its affairs the urgent 
priority for the College ts to appoint without 
further procrastination a new Principal. This is 
the first and inescapable duty that now devolves 
upon the College authorities. Happily, this is 
not just a counsel of perfection but an action that 
is capable of being implemented. If the authori- 
ties of the College are alive to their responsibilities 
they will eagerly seize upon the earliest oppor- 
tunity of appointing as Principal a_ suitably 
qualified rabbi-—and there is one in our own midst 
—who is capable of preserving and strengthening 
the great traditions of the College. 


MR. MONTAGU’S RESIGNATION 


Only a month ago the Council of the United 
Synagogue held an historic meeting at the 
Mansion House, by invitation of the Lord 
Mayor, Alderman Sir Bernard Waley-Cohen, who 
was a Vice-President of the U.S. and Chairman 
of its Investment Committee. The President of 
the U.S., the Hon. Ewen E. S. Montagu, Q.C., 
was in the chair at this budget meeting of the 
Council, when the accounts and financial report 
were presented by the Joint Treasurer, Mr. A. 
Wingate. It must be a sobering thought that none 
of these three leaders of the United Synagogue 
is any longer in office. Sir Bernard’s resigna- 
tion has been followed by the second failure of 
Mr. Wingate to secure re-election as Joint 
Treasurer. Consequent on Mr. Wingate’s defeat, 
Mr. Montagu has now resigned from the Presi- 
dency. In his letter of resignation Mr. Montagu 
discusses matters of financial administration 
which have recently been in dispute. Irrespective 
of differing viewpoints on these issues, there will 
everywhere be unanimous and wholehearted 
admiration for the shining integrity and courage 
which Mr. Montagu has so gonspicuously dis- 
played in following without fear or favour the 
dictates of conscience. As an Honorary Officer 
for 27 years—the last seveneof them as President 
—he has rendered outstanding service. Neverthe- 
less, he must accept his share of responsibility for 
the present crisis. Howewer, his resignation is not 
only—as he so movingly describes it—"‘a heart- 
breaking decision” for himself but will be most 
severely felt both by the United Synagogue and by 
the whole community. His prayers for the future 
of this great institution will be re-echoed in the 
hearts of us all, and we must hope that personal 
squabbles will now be forgotten. The United 
Synagogue is the premier religious organisation 
of British Jewry and its future well-being must 
be a matter of the deepest concern at this crisis 
in its affairs when it finds itself bereft of leadership. 


FACILITIES FOR YOUTH 


Insufficient interest is shown by the community 
generally in the provision of youth facilities. 
Organisations such as the Association for Jewish 
Youth and Maccabi have, to their credit, tried 
to establish new centres, but they have been 
handicapped by limited finances and a scarcity 
of properly trained club leaders. As a result the 
provision of youth facilities, has not kept pace 
with the movement of Jewish population, 
especially to the North-West London area. Thus, 
many Jewish teenagers, deprived of clubs of their 
own, are compelled to seek recreational activity 
in an entirely non-Jewish environment. And this 
inevitably facilitates assimilation and inter- 
marriage. To the discredit of the community, 
which too often loses interest in the youngster 
once he leaves the religion classes, little Ny ge 
t is al 
very well building new synagogues, but who is 
to fill them if the youth drift? This is obviously 
a matter for urgent consideration by major 
organisations, such as the Board of Deputies and 
the United Synagogue, in co-operation with the 


AJ.Y. and Maccabi. The United Synagogue 
already has in its possession a detailed report 
from a panel of experts who, some time ago, 
submitted a number of realistic recommendations 
for the provision of leisure-time activities for 
youth. Unfortunately the report was pigeon- 
holed. It is high time it was brought out and 
the dust removed; for it could well serve as a 
basis for an exhaustive survey by our representa- 
tive organisations, which must assume responsi- 
bility for helping to solve the problem. . Here 
a lesson could be learned from the United 
States, where new synagogal and communal 
projects automatically include facilities for young 
people. 


GERMAN TROOPS 


It is natural enough that the arrival of a 
battalion of German troops for training in Wales 
should evoke strong feelings here. Although 16 
years have passed since the Second World War 
came to an end, and other international dangers 
have arisen, memories are long and feelings stil! 
strong, among Jews in particular. It is therefore 
not surprising that the Jews of this country should 
feel unhappy at the thought of German troops 
coming here, whatever may be the diplomatic 
and military justifications. In voicing its objec- 
tions, the Board of Deputies fully reflects the 
"sentiments of the overwhelming majority of Jews 
in Britain. Clearly, once the Western States 
have recognised the need for Nato, military 
co-operation with Germany is a logical sequénce. 
Nevertheless, the presence of German troops in 
this lan@? of freedom, which remained inviolate 
even during the Nazi occupation of Europe, 
cannot but be repugnant to the deepest Jewish 
feelings. Even the demands of military necessity 
will in no way mitigate the bitterness which the 
training of German soldiers here must provoke 


WARSAW GHETTO EXHIBITION 


Since the Warsaw Ghetto Exhibition was 
opened several thousand people, mainly but not 
entirely Jews, have visited it, and it is anticipated 
that several thousand more will do so before 
it closes next Sunday. The purpose of the 
exhibition was not to rake over old sores but 
to ensure that this painful episode of Jewish 
history would be remembered. The Jewish 
people has undergone terrible trials during its 
long history, but the most poignant fear of its 
sufferers and martyrs has been that they might be 
completely erased from human memory, as 
though they had never existed. Exhibitions, 
prayers, ceremonies, documentation, no less than 
the Eichmann trial, have therefore a dual pur- 
pose. First, they help to pay our debt to our 
martyred fellow Jews, ensuring that their memory 
will be kept sacred. Secondly, they serve to educate 
the younger generation, who have grown up in 
prosperity and security, to a wider understanding 
of the potentialities of human behaviour. Non- 
Jews should also be encouraged to visit the 
exhibition, in order that they may understand 
our thoughts and actions better. It is to be 
hoped that the exhibition will enjoy a successful 
tour of the provincial centres. 


arly Hebrew Dictionary 


Sir,—Every Hebrew scholar knows 
of Eliezer Ben-Yehuda, the father of 
Modern Hebrew and the compiler of 
the famous Hebrew dictionary. | 
wonder, however, how many of your 
readers know that a daughter of a 
well-known Sephardi family compiled 
a Hebrew-English and an English- 
Hebrew dictionary, printed in Lon- 
don in 1837, 21 years’ before 
Ben-Yehuda was born. . She. was 
Grace (Abigail) Lindo, the _ third 
daughter of David Abarbanel Lindo. 

Mr. Zevi Sharfstein writes an article 
about her dictionary in the latest 
issue of “Leshonenu L’Am,.” an 
Israch publication of the Academy 
for the Hebrew Language. 

According to Mr. Sharfstein there 
was a second volume of 358 pages 
printed in 1846. The Hebrew is 
vowelled. and in addition to the 
vocabulary there is a glossary of 
common phrases adapted for the day- 
to-day use of Hebrew as a spoken 
language. There are also many new 
words invented by the authoress and 
terms borrowed from the Talmud. 
This is very surprising in a Jewess 
living in London 125 years ago, when 
no-one thought seriously about the 
revival of Hebrew as a spoken living 
language. 

Who was this Grace (Abigail) 
Lindo? Her name, incidentally. is 
not even mentioned in the “ Jewish 
Encyclopedia.” Her father (1772-

I made it quite clear in my “ Jews 
as an Indian Caste” (“The Jewish 
Journal of Sociology,” London, 
1959) that while Bene Israel have 
in the past been influenced by the 
Hindu caste system, they are not in 
fact a caste. For example “. . . the 
position of the Bene Israel within 
Indian society is not of the mystic 
and pre-ordained kind bound up with 
the religious conceptions of Hinduism. 
.. . It 18 not suggested here that Bene 
Israel, whose position in Konkan 
society was not of the mystic and 
pre-ordained kind, formed a caste 
proper” (pp. 44, 48). And Mr.

Let us have good, tasty food, 
and let us try to be a bit imagina- 
tive about it. Do not regard your 
cookery book as Holy Writ, but 
merely as a rough guide : you can 
—if you are any sort of a cook— 
improve on il. 

And don't, by the way, ignore 
non-Jewish cookery books. You 
will not be able to use some of the 
recipes as they stand, but they may 
give you some useful ideas.

It can be a voyage of discovery, 
too.

It is a very civilised, extremely 
pleasant and_ beneficial _ ritual 
to take a drink. before meals. 
Something to stimulate the taste, 
relax the mind, and prepare the 
body for food. 

That good old stalwart, sherry, 
comes first to mind. The four 


basic types can serve you at almost ° 


any time—Fino, Manzanilla, 
Amortillado, and Oloroso. 

The first two are essentially dry 
while the  Amontillados and 
Olorosos, aS we know them over 
here, are medium dry and sweet 
respectively.

Co-operation 


The support given by the educa. 
tion authorities of this country to 
denominational school bodies is 
well known, but the community has 


not yet appreciated to the full the 


active help and co-operation given 
by the secular authorities without 
which the Kosher School-Meals 
Service could not carry on. 
Because of financial difficulties 
the beginnings of the Service were 
very slow, but gradually in the 
London area a vast organisation 
has been established through which 
over 3,500 pupils from, at present, 
some 120 schools are catered for 
daily at 24 central points through- 
out Greater London. This makes 
the Service the largest buyers of

The Service has opened two sets 
of central kitchens and from them 
a complex organisation comes jnto 
being in the early hours of each 
school day. The detail has to be 
worked out with precision, so that 
meals can be transported from the 
central kitchens to arrive at the 
various centres in time for the 
children arriving from school.

is increasing. 
Already nearly 
a quarter of all 
the grocery sales 
in Britain are 
made through 
self-service stores 
and Super- 
markets, although 
there are large 
areas of the 
country, particularly in the north, 
where they have hardly pene- 
trated. 

In the United States, where the 
self-service movement has been 
going far longer, 70 per cent of 
groceries are bought in these stores. 
Self-service began in a curious 
way. It was a product of the 
American slump in the early nine- 
teen-thirties. So many people were 
going broke that grocers and dry 
goods merchants could not clear 
their stocks. 

So they took old church halls 
and barns, dumped in cases of 
goods, cut their prices, asked the 
public to walk round, help them- 
selves, and pay at the door. The 
public did. The stocks began to go 
at an unprecedented rate. Atnd a 
new form. of shopping was born. 


Astonished 


During the war the Americans 
gradually developed the idea, turn- 
ing from the dumps to comfort- 
able shops and scientifically laying 
out their stores, so that housewives 
could select their goods comfort- 
ably and quickly. 

Immediately after the war Mr. 
J. E. Cohen, the Chairman of 
Tesco, applied for a dollar grant 
to go to America and see what was 
new in retailing. He had seen the 
beginning of self-service in the 
‘thirties and was astonished at its 
development. 

When he came back he con- 
erted a Tesco store at St. Albans 
to self-service. The response from 
the public was so terrific that he 
decided to convert all his branches, 
and there were then more than a 
hundred of them. 

The rest of the trade thought he 
had gone mad. 

But the housewives did not 
think he was mad. They came to 
the shops in thousands. They 
found that their shopping was 
quicker and cheaper. And soon 
the swing to self-service was under 
way everywhere. 


Speed-up 


It was particularly suitable for 
the Tesco operation, because that 
organisation pioneered price-cut- 
ting, and self-service makes it pos- 


sible to reduce prices for the 
housewife. 
How ? Not by cutting down on 


stalf, as many people think. In 
fact, many self-service super- 
markets employ more staff than a 
comparable sized shop doing 
counter-service. But what self- 
service does do is to increase turn- 
over and the speed of shopping. 
More people can get into the shop, 
select their goods, and get out. So 
that more goods are sold per day, 
per foot, and per employee.

bulk sales one can get the biggest 
discounts for bulk buying. And 
by keeping up big sales a self- 
service supermarket, operator can 
afford to cut his own profit margin 
and still make a living. 

The cut prices in self-service 
Stores are genuine cuts made by 
the retailers. They are not conces- 
sions made by manufacturers and 
suppliers and passed on to the 
public. 

There was a time when manv- 
facturers objected to having the 
prices of their products cut. Now 
in the grocery trade they welcome 
it. They know that the more prices 
are cut, the more goods they will 
sell, and since it is the retailer who 
is taking the burden of the reduc- 
tion they are not worried. 

The coming of self-service has 
accelerated new methods of food 
manufacture, processing, and, mos! 
of all, packaging. It is not so long 
ago that all sugar was weighed oul, 
that all cheese was cut by hand at 
the counter, that all biscuits and 
dried fruit were sold Joose. 

It was said that the housewile 
would not take to pre-packaged 


goods: that she would always 
prefer to buy loose biscuits at a 
slightly cheaper price than 


packaged biscuits. 
Faster, faster 


But when she found that the 
packets kept the biscuits fresher 
and crisper, that they were casicf 
to handle and quicker to buy, the 
shopper went for them in a big 
way, and so the cost of packaging 
was reduced. 

The same trend js apparent in 
the fresh fruit and vegetable sales. 
Housewives appreciate buying 4 
wrapped bag of cleaned potatoes, 
fresh cauliflowers in clean, sealed 
containers, and again, for special 
occasions, mixed salad packs oF 
packs of stew vegetables. 

The trend to one-stop shopping 
is only just gathering speed. 
Because there has been 'css 
development of self-service in the 
North of England it has been said 
that the northern housewife would 
not take to this type of shopp'ng 
and to fire-packed goods. | 

Last year Tesco bought a chain 
of 200 grocery stores in Liverpool, 
Laneashire, and North Wales. This 
year they began to convert them 
to self-service stores. The first one 
to be converted took more on '!s 
opening day than it had previously 
averaged in a week. On the half- 
closing day they had exactly twelve 
times as many customers as they 
used to have in the counter-sery ice 
days.

nose cones of guided missiles, Is 
a glass-like substance now being 
used for. both top-of-stove and 
oven cookery. 

Porcelain-like in appearance, 
with an unscratchable, unburnable, 
coloured decoration, it cannot be 
damaged by extremes cither of 
heat or cold, wil] not scratch, 
Cannot crack. 

The frying-pans and casseroles 
have detachable handles and 
holders for table service, and there 
is a useful coffee percolator. 


At present it is very expensive 
and in my opinion rather clumsily 
styled. It heats slowly, but also 
retains the heat longer than con- 
ventional materials, so the oven can 
be set 25 degrees lower than usual. 


Undoubtedly it will be much 
used as its price decreases and its 
design improves. 


Delicate 


Copper pans, so beloved by the 
professional cook, are extremels 
heavy and expensive and need 
retinning at intervals, beside con- 
Stant cleaning. 


In the home kitchen I would 
recommend only a copper omelette 
pan. Kept solely for the purpose 
and wiped out rather than washed 
after use, it will reward you with 
the most delicate of omelettes and 
the most Jeaf-like of blintzes. And 
it is possible now to buy a copper 
cleaner. But as the pan _ gets 
extremely hot, make sure the 
handle is insulated. 


Plastic is much used for smaller 
kitchen equipment. It adds colour 
to the kitchen at a low price, is 
light to handle, and easy to clean, 
though it attracts grease and dust 
More quickly than other materials. 


However, I do not advise its use 
where constant high heat may be 
involved (in a pastry brush bristle 
Or a sauce sieve) or where precision 
is demanded (in a measuring jug or 
biscuit cutters). 


Knives are the basis of good 
cookery, for undoubtedly a well- 
sharpened knife can chop and slice 
more quickly than any gadget. 
Most British-made household 
knives are of hollew-ground stain- 
less steel, ideal for cutting bread 
or fruit. 


High-grade 


But for the serious cook the 
French knives are best for slicing 
and chopping. They are made of 
high-grade carbon steel, which 
extends in a strip right down the 
handle, giving the knife great 
strength, while the handle itself is 
so shaped that the knife is well 
balanced however it is used. 

If you buy these true “ chef's” 
nives, you must be prepared to 
clean them after use and to sharpen 
them on a steel. But they will 
speed up any cooking task. 

Gadgets. It has taken me 13 


years to weed out finally the many 


useless novelty cake tins, potato 
ball -cutters;, and butter curlers, 


which | bought as a new housewife. 


But there are many = gadgets 
worth buying if one imeludes in 
the term speciality pieces of equip- 
ment-—electric skillets, stainless 
steel egg-beaters, electric muncers, 
mixers, and liquidisers, vegetable 
mills, coffee percolators, and 
chafing dishes. 


Outmoded 


Before choosing any particular 
make I would ask for the report 
of one of the consumer organisa- 
tions, which have tested many. of 
these products. You will not then 
find yourself with a food mixer 
which, when you are cooking for 
two, can only efficiently cream a 
minimum of half a pound of 
butter, or with a liquidiser which 
takes ten fillings to purée a family 
pantul of soup. 

Once upon a time your kitchen 
utensils were part of your 
trousseau, and they were bought 
for life. Today this conception 
has been outmoded by new 
materials, new designs, new ways 
of living. 

But one must still confess that 
the best fsimmes is: made in a 
brown pot, the finest fish fried in 
an iron pan, and the tastiest food 
still depends more on the care and 
skill of the cook than on the design 
and elegance of her cooking 
equipment.

over six or seven times. Those are 
formidable figures. 


The housewives were attracted 
to self-service first because the 
prices were lower. Because 
of the streamlined organisation, 
nationally advertised branded 
goods can be sold at the lowest 
possible price. 

Secondly, there is hygiene. Self- 
Service stores -look cleaner and 
they are cleaner. Fats and provi- 
sions are’ sold from. refrigerated 
counters, the stores are properly 
air-conditioned, and the goods are 
hygienically wrapped. 


Thirdly, the shopper knows how 
much she ts saving on price and 
exactly what she js paying. All 
Shelves and all goods are clearly 
marked. In a_ properly laid-out 
self-service store a housewife can 
balance her budget as she goes. 


She dogs not need a shopping list 
~—the shelves provide one by their 
display. And because they do not 
have to ask about new kinds of 
food, and possibly embarrass them- 
selves by displaying ignorance, they 
are willing to experiment with new 
things to eat.

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N grandma's day it was con- 

sidered a disgrace to serve shop- 

cake when a friend came to tea. 
No housewife worthy of the name 
would offer anything but her best 
“ home-made "—even if she had to 
slave the whole of the previous day 
to produce it. 


The other day a young house- 
wife was describing the reception 
she had given for her husband's 
boss when he was being entertained 
for the first time at their home. 
Obviously out to impress her audi- 
ence, she said : “I got the pastries 
from my local pdtisseric.” 

In between these two attitudes 
lies yet another aspect of the post- 
war social upheaval; not only do 
many housewives 
buy their cakes 
rather than bake 
them at home 
but they buy dif- 
ferent kinds of 
cake and pastry— 
and this js where 
the pdtisseries come in. 

Pre-war London was apparently 
quite content to exist without 
cheese-cake, honey-cake, apfel- 
strudel, and elaborate cream-filled 
gateaux. Now they are familiar 
items not just among the “ upper 
crust,’ bux in ordinary homes. 

Some of the steadiest customers 
at a pdlisserie in Cricklewood are 
the Irish labourers who work 
locally. Why the change ? 

“ Foreign travel,” said Mr. Jack 
Richards, head of Lindy’s pdfis- 
series. “ People travel abroad more 
than they did before the war. They 
eat foreign food, get a taste for it, 
and want to have it again when 
they get home.” 


The good things 


There are other explanations. 
Mr. Cyril Sherrard, head of Sher- 
rards pdtisseries, thought it was 
because people had been starved of 
cream and other delicacies during 
the war and immediate post-war 
period. “ Now they want to have 
some of the good things of life.” 

Both Mr. Sherrard and Mr. 
Richards started their pdtisserie 
shops out of family bakeries. They 
found that it was exceedingly diffi-

What makes a good pastry- 
cook?

While she slaved away in her 
kitchen — learning 
from her mother 
and trial and 
error—the pastry- 
cooks who work 
in the pdtisseries 
come armed with 
diplomas and 
certificates, earned after years in 
trade schools. 

Most of the backroom boys— 
there seem to be no girls in this 
trade—come from the Continent. 
Apparently, the Continentals— 
unlike the English—don't consider 
cooking to be a trade just for 
people who are no good at any- 
thing else. 


International 


One could draw some moral 
about English and Continental 
cooking from this ! 

Cooking in general—and pastry- 
cooking in particular—is a highly 
regarded profession on the Con- 
tinent. Young men from Belgium, 
France, Switzerland, Austria, Haly, 
and other countries come to work 
in .the London  pdtisseries to 
broaden their experience before 
going home to set up their own 
Pauisserics. 

The kitchens behind the London 
shops are as international as the 
recipes on which the pastries are 
based. 

Many of the cooks bring their 
own recipes with them. Some even

Small portions 


For the average office worker, 
lunch at many kosher restaurants 
is too expensive. 

At one such place in Central 
London I asked for a portion of 
chopped liver, some stuffed veal, 
and two lutkas, a small fruit salad, 


and coffee. The bill, including a 
service charge, was 14s, 9d. 
At another restaurant, in a 


Jewish area, I was able to obtain 
a meal for 6s. 6d. But the portions 
were small. 

In the East End I had a good 
lunch for about 8s. But to reach 
this restaurant, | had to travel and 
use up part of my lunch hour. 

In the West End I found it 
possible to obtain a kosher snack 
or salt beef sandwiches for a rea- 
sonable price. But a three-course 
meal would have been beyond the 
reach of most young Jewish men 
and women. 

A solution might be the provi- 
sion of more kosher canteens than 
there are. Even at Woburn House,

the “home” of most of London's 
Jewish organisations, there is no 
such canteen. 

Many Jewish business men seem 
to prefer the “nosh bar” type of 
establishment which is either not 
kosher or not strictly kosher. 

The Beth Din maintains that no 
establishment is kosher unless it 
is under the supervision of the 
Kashrus Commission or the She- 
chita Board. Yet at these, the 
“nosh bar ” type of restaurant, one 
can obtain a meal for about 4s. or 
4s. 6d. 

What of the service in the super- 
vised restaurants? Generally it is 
good, but in some cases there is a 
“take it or leave it” attitude. 

In one restaurant the owner 
shrugged his shoulders when I said 
that I preferred fried potatoes to 
lutkas. He had refused to provide 
chips although they were on the 
menu. 


Threadbare 


Furnishings at some of these 
restaurants leave much to be 
desired, considering 
charged for meals. Tablecloths 
are worn or stained. Floors are 
carpetiess and curtains, if any, 
threadbare.

A few restaurants 
provide packed meals on Fridays 
so that Visitors can eat them in 
their hotel bedrooms. 

The restaurateurs are not always 
to blame for high prices. Often 
overheads, rent, lighting, wages, 
breakages, laundry, etc., are high. 
On top comes the high cost of 
kosher meat and poultry (the sub- 
ject of a special commission of 


inquiry set up by the Chief Rabbi), 


and the cost of employing a full- 
time shomer at £15 a week. 


Snack-bars ? 


Would it not be possible for the 
ecclesiastical authorities to encour- 
age the opening of kosher snack 
bars where perhaps a “roving” 
shomer could be employed to 
supervise more than one such 
establishment? 

This scheme has been put for- 
ward by the Kashrus Commission 
to overcome the difficulty in one 
seaside resort where there is today 
no supervised kosher restaurant, 
hotel, or. boarding-house. 

It is true to say that many non- 
kosher restaurants of the better 
class are also expensive. It is for 
that reason that young people in 
the £10-£12 a week earning class 
flock into the cheaper cafés and 
snack bars which abound in the 
City. 

But for the Jew or Jewess in that 
wage level who wishes to maintain 
kashrut there is little alternative to 
a miserable routine of eating salt- 
beef and other types of sandwiches. .

Cold Fried Fish 


Small fish can be fried whole, 
larger omnes can be filleted or cut 
into steaks. 

Wash fish in cold water and dry 
thoroughly. On one plate put some 
flour and season well with salt. On 
another beat up one or more cges 
according to the quantity of fish to 
be fried. 

Dip each piece of fish in the flour, 
then coat with beaten egg. 

Heat sufficient cooking oil in a 
frying pan to well cover the bottom. 
If a thick cut of fish is being used 
then the oil must come halfway up 
the fish. When a faint, blue smoke 
rises from the oil, put in the fish 
and lower the heat. 

When the fish is well browned on 
one side turn carefully with a fish 
slice and cook until the second side 
is also browned. 

Drain on soft paper and serve cold 
garnished with parsley and sliced 
lemon.

ends with the phrase that they are 
good for the health and suitable 
to the Israeli climate. 

Another, and undoubtedly 
genuine, preoccupation reflected in 
the book is the fattening effect of 
the new prosperity. 

A detailed calorie-table is given 
for all foods mentioned, the need 
to remain slim is never forgotten, 
the “well-balanced meal” retains 
its aura of sanctity. . 


Surprise 


A reminder of how new the 
Isracli society still is comes from 
the glossary of Hebrew terms, with 
their equivalents in English, 
French, German, or Italian, and 
an explanation in Hebrew. 

Many of the words are newly- 
coined to meet the needs of Israel's 
increasing culinary sophistication, 
and of a new generation of house- 
wives whose Aultursprache, it not 
mother-tongue, is Hebrew. 

Until recently women who 
aspired to greater elegance culled 
their recipes from French- or 
English-language books and maga- 
zines ; now, at last, gourmandise 
has been naturalised. 

A characteristic feature of Israeli 
life which has survived growing 
sophistication and the widespread 
use of telephones is the habit of 
casually dropping in on friends and 
acquaintances. 

The book has a section dealing 
with “surprise guests,” and what 
should be stored against emer- 
gencies of this kind.

Carrot Tzimmes 


Brisket of beef, 2-24 1Ib.; sugar. 
2 oz,; chicken or other fat, 2 oz. ; 
2 onions ; potatoes, 14 Ib.; juice of 
a lemon; carrots, 1 Ib.; salt and 
pepper. 

Put the meat and onions in a 
saucepan, cover with boiling water, 
season with salt and pepper and 
simmer gently for 1} hours. Then 
add the carrots cut into thick slices 
and continue to cook gently until 
they are just tender. 

\Peel and thickly slice the potatoes, 
place them in the bottom of a large 
casserole and put the meat and 
carrots on top, 

Melt the fat. stir in the flour and 
gradually add 1 pint_ liquid in 
which the meat wasTooked, stir till 
boiling, add the sugar and juice of 
the lemon (6r 4 teaspoonful citric 
acid) and simmer for 2 or 3 minutes. 
Then pour over the contents of the 
casserole. 

Bake, uncovered, on an upper 
shelf of a moderate oven until the 
potatoes are cooked and the meat 
browned-—-about 40 minutes. 


Hungarian Goulash 


Stewing beef, 1} Ib.; a. large 
onion; paprika, 1 teaspoonful; 
sieved tomatoes,  pt.; small 
potatoes, 1 Ib.; drmpping, 2 02z.; 
flour, 1 oz.; salt and pepper. 

If preferred use a mixture of beef 
and veal. 

Cut up the meat into 1l-inch cubes 
and roll in seasoned flour. Chop the 
onion, melt the dripping in a frying 
pan, add the meat and onion and 
try a golden brown. 

Then put into a casserole, add the 
sieved tomatoes (fresh or canned), 
the paprika and sufficient water or 
stock to cover the meat. Scason with 
salt and pepper, put the lid on the 
casserole and cook in a slow oven 
about 14 hours ; then add some small 
potatoes and continue cooking for 
another 40 minutes. If the potatoes 
are not small then cut them in halves.

Twelve cabbage leaves; raw, 
minced beef, I Ib. ; raw rice, 4 02z.;

there has been a tremendous 

increase in the amount of our 
food which is preserved, pre- 
packed, or otherwise processed. 


More and more our food does 
not come from the farm straight to 
our kitchens, but passes through a 
factory on its way. 


The resulting foods—frozen, 
tinned, dehydrated, pre-mixed— 
appeal to us in many ways; in 
many ways, too, they cause con- 
cern lest they are not as nutritious 
or as safe as 
“natural” foods. 

However, our 
attitudes to both the 
advantages and the 
disadvantages of 
modern processed 
foods are based 
largely on prejudice, 
and we would do 
well to look at some of the facts. 


In the early days of man’s history 


each family produced all its foods, 


made its own flour, and baked its 
own bread. 


When man began to live in towns 
it was more sensible to give up 
“ do-it-yourself” and to allow 
specialists to do the job—profes- 
sional millers, bakers, dairymen, 
brewers. There were always those 
among them who mixed inferior 
corn with wheat, added chalk or 
alum to flour, put water in the milk 
or beer. 


Legislation 


When countries began to become 
industrialised, and the towns 
became larger and larger, more 
and more people were cut off from 
the country and became dependent 
on the food processer. The result- 
ing increases in food adulteration 
became so scandalous, and pro- 
voked such outcries, that in 1860, 
in this country, the first compre- 
— pure food legislation was 


Since that time government 
authorities in Britain, as in all 
advanced countries, keep a con- 
stant and most careful watch on 
the processes to which our food 
may be subjected. 


It is illegal for 
any food to be sold 
which is known to 
be injurious to 
health. More speci- 
fically, there is also 
legislation which 
regulates what sub- 
stances, such as 


colouring may be 


added to food. 

Moreover, the modern, highly 
industrialised food manufacturer 
is himself, at the very least, anxious 
to avoid any suggestion that his 
products are not of the highest 
quality. His own control of both 
raw materials and processes are 
often even more stringent than that 
laid down by law. 

As a result of all this, the con- 
sumer today eats far more whole- 
some food—especially in the towns 
—than was eaten even only 50 
years ago. | 

While we do not always appre- 
ciate the care taken to see that 
processed foods are wholesome, we 
usually appreciate even less the 
positive advantages of food pro- 
cessing. 

Often we are told that we should 
not eat, for example, tinned or 
frozen fruits or vegetables, because 
they are less nutritious than the 
fresh. This statement is on the 
whole not true. But much more 
important, it is usually not even 
very relevant, 

Let me put it like this. If it were 
not for food processing, what food 
should we be eating in, let us say, 
the months of January to May ? 
Again, without food processing, 
bow would we feed the population 


‘true, 


half the food we need in this 
country ? 


The point is that food processing 
makes us far less dependent op 
geography and season. In Britain 
umil two or three hundred years 
ago, and in the underdeveloped 
countries unti] very recently, food 
supplies were only adequate for 4 
stationary population, and fluctua. 
tions in harvests due to flood or 
drought, or simply to adverse 
climate, led to constantly recurring 
famine. 


Simple test 


In Britain, for example, it was 
common for hunger and scurvy to 
occur in the late winter and spring, 
owing to the absence of fresh fruit 
and vegetables and the lack of 
knowledge of how best to preserve 
these and other foods. 

Chiefly because of food process. 
ing we in Britain can now support 
a population twice as big as that 
for which we produce food. 

We can have foods from al! over 
the world—from India and Israel, 
from America and Africa, from 
New Zealand and the Netherlands. 
And we can have these foods all 
through the year. 

One of the simplest ways to test 
this is to look at the menu of a 
modern dinner—and it does not 
have to be a sumptuous wedding or 
Barmitzvah. You would find very 
little difference between a meal in 
June or one in December. 

If, then, we are asked whether 
frozen peas are as “ nutritious ” 4s 
fresh peas, the question only makes 
sense during the four weeks or 8 
when fresh peas are available. 

Even then, one has to take into 
account that most of us buy our 
“ fresh ” peas in towns, so that they 
have been wilting for three or four 
days since they were picked; 
frozen peas are processed within 4 
very few hours of picking. 


Recent trend 


The truth is that, for most of the 
year, it is not a question of having 
a particular food processed of 
fresh, but having it processed or 
not at all. 

A more recent trend in our foods 
concerns the foods themselves 
rather than the processing. An 
example is the production of eal, 
poultry, and eggs by intensive 
methods — broiler veal, broiler 
chickens, and battery eggs. 

There are, however, two common 
criticisms of these foods. The first 
is that the meals 

roduced in this way 

ave less flavour 
than t he o | d- 
fashioned sort. 

This is true, and 
the reasons are 
simple. The essential 
feature of this 
method is very rapid 
growth; broiler 
chickens are only 
about twelve weeks old at 
slaughter. At this time they have 
relatively little flavour. 

In addition, they are cleaned and 
frozen within minutes of slaughter 
and there is no time for | 
development of the flavours which 
are produced during the hours, o 
even days, which ordinarily ¢!«ps 
before cleaning in the ordinary 
way. 

The second criticism of broiler 
chickens is that the lack of 
flavour indicates that they are /¢ss 
nutritious to us than the old- 
fashioned sort. This is said 
of battery-produced eggs. There 
is no evidence whatever to suppolt 
this suggestion, and all the work 
that is done indicates that it is 10!

House of Commons and the brand 
name was then changed to 
“ Buchanan's House of Commons 
Scotch Whisky.” 

This was sold in a black bottle 
with a white label. Its excellence 
quickly captured the  public’s 
favour and they asked for it as that 
“ black and white whisky ” and so 
actually created the name which 
was adopted for the brand. 

The famous “ Black and White 
Dogs” trade mark of James 
Buchanan & Company Limited 
came about as a result of a happy 
association of ideas. 

James Buchanan was a_ keen 
sportsman and in the early days of 
his business featured in his adver- 
tisements a variety of animals 
such as horses, polo ponies, and 
various breeds of dogs which were 
black and white in colour. 

Out of these evolved the com- 
bination of a black Scottish terrier 
and a white West Highland terrier 
as a trade mark for “ Black and 
White.” 


Butter Cake 


Flour, 8 oz.; caster sugar, 6 o7z.: 
1 egg; butter, 6 cinnamon, 
level teaspoonful ; blanched almonds.

Repeat this twice, the last tume 
simmer tll the peel is soft—at least 
one hour—then strain. 

Cut the peel into strips 4 inch 
wide, weigh them, and to every 
4 ounces allow 5 ounces sugar and 3 
tablespoonfuls of water in which the 
skins were cooked. 

Put sugar and water in a saucepan, 
and when the sugar has dissolved 
bring to the boil. Put in the peel and 
simmer until it becomes transparent— 
about 20 minutes. Drain off the 
syrup, roll the sticks ‘in granulated 
sugar and leave on a cake tray for 
a few hours to dry.

The Significance of Tisha b’Ab 
By ARYEH NEWMAN 


Babylonians 2,500 
and half a millenmia later 
by the Romans—was a catastrophe 
of tremendous magnitude which 
exerted 4 profound change on 
Jewish life not only quantitatively 
but also qualitatively. The Temple 
had centralised and. unified the 
people's spiritual aspirations, draw- 
ing them together as one vast 
family at thrice-yearly pilgrimages 
and re-setting its seal of consecra- 
tion on the most intimate threads 
of their daily existence. | 

From the Holy of Holies where 
the Divine Presence rested, and 
through its courts thronged by the 
people of God, sanctity radiated 
to all classes of society and to all 
corners of the Land, Its disappear- 
ance left a void in the structure 
of Judaism which could never be 
filled but which somehow had to 
be made good. 


Many ascetics 


HE burning of Jewry’s most 
edifice twice in history 


years ago 


Of course, life had to go. on, 
and the Jewish leadership of the 
time saw that, while preserving the 
memory of the Temple and alt that 
it stood for, the void in Jewish 
life must be productively filled so 
that. in God's good time, the 
rebuilding of ‘lis House would 
become a reality. 

When the Second Temple was 
destroyed, the Talmud tells us there 
were increasing of 
ascetics in Israel. Rabbi Joshua 
took them to task and asked them: 
“Why do you not eat meat or 
drink wine?” They replied: “Shall 
we drink wine which ts poured out 
on the altar and now is denied 
us? Shall we eat meat that ts 
sacrificed on the altar and is now 
no more?” In that case, said 
Rabbi Joshua, “ We should not eat 
bread, since the meal offering is no 
more.” They answered: “One 
can live on fruit.” To which Rabbi 
Joshua riposted: “ Fruit also used 
to be brought to the Temple as 
Firstfruits.” “ We can use other 
fruits” not brought to the Temple, 
they retorted. “We should not 
drink water then,” said Rabbi 
Joshua, “ since that was also used 
in the Temple ritual.” 

After this reductio ad absurdum 
the ascetics were silenced and 
Rabbi Joshua then said to them: 
My children, I shall tell you what 
to do. It is impossible not to 
~™mourn at all, since the decree has 
gone forth, but to mourn over- 
much is likewise impossible since 
one cannot ordain measures that 
the majority of the public find it 
impossible to observe. But, our 
Sages said: ‘One plasters one’s 


ouse leaving a small unplastered 


Portion in symbolic remembrance 
of the Destruction.’ ” Thus, by 
counselling a sense of proportion, 
the Rabbis ensured that the Des- 
truction would be an_ indelible 
memory coupled with the hope of 
future restoration, and this thought 
runs through all our festive dates 
and liturgy. It reaches its most 
poignant moment in the Yom 
Kippur Musaph service when we 
recall the pomp solemn 
a of the Atonement ritual, 
oer ‘Was an unforgettable and

Among 
them is a famous excerpt from 
Talmud Gittin devoted to placing 
the moral responsibility for the 
Churban. Jerusalem was destroyed 
because of sinat chinam—causeless 
hatred and factionalism. 

Admittedly, the Nazi holocaust 
has added a new dimension to 
Jewish suffering which transcends 
in its barbarity both Roman 
cruelty and medieval bigotry. Even 
the horrors of the siege of Jeru- 
salem painted by Josephus in 
“ The Jewish War ” and the picture 
underlying the dirges the 
massacred Jewish communities of 
the Middle Ages recited on Tisha 
b’Ab pale before the eye-witness 
accounts of modern savagery 
related in recent months at the 
Eichmann trial. But that does not 
alter the fact that the Destruction 
of the Temple and the Exile that 
it heralded are archetypal concepts 
in Jewish suffering which may be 
viewed as having culminated in this 
modern and, let us hope, never-to- 
be-repeated apogee of anti-Jewish 
frightfulness. 

That hope shines forth through 
the darkest of Jewish catastrophes 


and is expressed in the many 


dirges composed to commemorate 
them. 


. and thus did the sons of 


iniquity persist in their orgy 
of persecution— 
Stoning, burning, asphyxiation, 


and execution (The mind reels 
at the thought)... 

O Lord, grant relicf and make an 
end of correction,

Is there a future for 


of Ministers (Preachers) of 

the United Synagogue 
decided at an extraordinary meet- 
ing to disband immediately. This 
decision was not taken on the spur 
of the moment but after the most 
careful and lengthy discussion 
among its members. It was neither 
a political move nor a_ tactical 
mancuvre for a better bargaining 
position. It was the result of 
bitter disappointment and accumu- 
lated frustration. 

In the view of the Association's 
members, the position of the 
ministry within the United Syna- 
gogue had so deteriorated as to 
demand radical remedy. Was 
there, they asked, a future for the 
ministry within the United Syna- 
gogue ? Could there be a future 
for the United Synagogue without 
a contented ministry? Had the 
United Synagogue entered on a 
period of decline ? 


Ace min ago the Association 


Spiritual care 


For over ten years, since the 
formation of the Association, the 
Executive and Committee have tried 
to influence the Honorary Officers 
of the United Synagogue to change 
their attitude towards the ministry. 
We have talked, argued, and 
pleaded but we have made little 
impression. With their chain-store 
mentality, regarding the United 
Synagogue as an administrative 
organisation with so many 
branches and with a “ turnover of 
over a million pounds a year,” 
they seem to have forgotten that 
its main purpose is the spiritual 
care of its 35,000 members and 
their families. Of course, the 
United Synagogue must be run on 
efficient administrative lines and 
on a financially sound basis, but 
without a religious impulse and 
motive it seems to have lost its 
heart and its soul. 

Why are we in the ministry dis- 
satisfied ? Im many ways we have 
seen our status diminished and 
our position undermined. Most 
of us have high academic distinc- 
tion. Most are graduates of 
university, yeshiva, or Jews’ Col- 
lege. Many have gained doctor- 
ates after academic research, many

have attained rabbinical diplomas 
after years of arduous study. We 
entered the ministry in a spirit of 
vocation and with a love for 
Judaism that is in no way impaired 
by our sense of grievance. But 
training, learning, scholarship, 
and academic distinction appear to 
carry little or no weight. Witness 
the wording of advertisements 
announcing ministerial vacancies

Other religious organisations 
emphasise the qualifications 
required in an appheant. But the 
United Synagogue advertisements 
lay most emphasis on the “laws, 
by-laws, and regulations.” 

While no one would support a 
“closed shop” policy, there is in 
the United Synagogue no system 
of preferment and few opportuni- 
ties for advancement. There is no 
Appointments Board to advise a 
would-be applicant for higher 
oflice. No encouragement is given 
to make progress. The status of 
the minister is dependent almost 
entirely upon the financial posi- 
tion of his synagogue. The quality 
or the magnitude of the spiritual 
ministration required for par- 
ticular synagogue or locality is not 
appreciated. The tendency within 
the United Synagogue to equate the 
minister and the reader has been a 
grave error of judgment. The 
minister May, On occasion, act as 
reader and the chazan may be 
expected to fulfil certain ministerial 
duties, but the offices of minister 
and reader are entirely different 
and should not be equated or con- 
fused. 


During the whole time the 
Association existed requests were 
made on numerous occasions to 
ameliorate the financial position 
of the ministry.. The present scales 


K 


of stipend are relatively far below 
those prevailing before the war. 
despite minor concessions tardily 
made. We have raised the ques- 
tion of retired ministers whose pen- 
sions are far from adequate. It 
seems unbelievable that ministers 
of synagogues within the frame- 
work of the United Synagogue 
could in 1961 retire after 40 years’ 
service with a miserable pension 
of about £7 a week. ~ 

We have suggested the need fo 
securing the tenancies of ministers’ 
homes which may be United Syna- 
gogue property. On retiring from 
office, a minister is compelled to 
vacate the house he rents from the 
United Synagogue. Under modern 
conditions, finding suitable accom- 
modation is not easy and is 
invariably costly. The problem is 
even more serious when, through 
the death of a minister, his widow 
has to vacate the house. This has 
caused grave hardship. The pen- 
sion of a widow is also paltry. 


Comparisons 


Nor have we been exorbitant 
in our requests. On the contrary, 
comparison with the standards of 
salaries of the Jewish ministry in 
every other country within the 
Commonwealth, and even mofe so 
in the United States, shows we are 
grossly underpaid. There is no 
point in comparing the salaries of 
Jewish and non-Jewish clergymen 
in this country. The whole way of 
life, the demands, the necessities 
all differ. The average Jewish 
minister, by his training and wider 
responsibilities, is to be compared 
with a much higher group of the 
non-Jewish clergy. Moreover, 
in other denominations, however 
humbly one starts, there are 
prospects of advancement.  Ser- 
vice within the United Synagogue 
has become a dead end. 

For years we have“warned the 
Honorary Officers that the number 
of recruits to the ministry would 
fall. Our warnings went unheeded 
with disastrous results. The num-

Let me make it perfectly clear 
that in our view the ministry is a 
sacred calling. The minister who 
lacks the sense of vocation can 
only. be a functionary at best. No 
one who enters the ministry with a 
sense of devotion and dedication 
expects to amass a fortune, but 
he js surely entitied to expect to 
live a life with his family free 
from the fear of debt. He should 
have suflicient time to devote to 
reading, to study, to the cultiva- 
tion of any hobby of his own 
choice to keep himself mentally 
and physically fresh and alert. He 
should be able to make provision 
for his dependants in the event 
of physical disability or early 
death. His standard of life should 
be reasonably comparable with 
that of other professions. 


Moral obligation 


If we wish to attract into the 
Jewish ministry young men of 
ability possessing first-class brains, 
men of wide cultural achieve- 
ment and an abiding sense of 
religious vocation, men who may 
be able to meet the challenge of 
our times, we owe it to them at 
least that they should not be con- 
demned to a life of economic 
hardship. The Honorary Officers 
of the United Synagogue have the 
greatest moral obligation to raise 
the level of salaries so that the 
ministry as a whole should be 
released for al] time from the taint 
and the taunt of patronage. 

Courage and foresight may be 
needed to demand a complete 
overhaul of the. structure of the 
United Synagogue. The original 
concept of the founding fathers, 
who tried to erect a spiritual and 
religious edifice dedicated to the 
welfare of our community, should 
never be forgotten. They envi- 
saged the United Synagogue as a 


storehouse of spiritual power and. 


religious strength. It is still a 
unique organisation with a great 
record of public service in many 
spheres and with tremendous 
potentialities. Imbued with a new 
spirit and working together with 
a contented and able ministry, the 
Honorary Officers could provide 
the greatest bulwark to protect and 
strengthen traditional Judaism

POTSDAM AND PALESTINE 


| By L. F. RUSHBROOK WILLIAMS 


Foreign Relations of the United 
States: Diplomatic : The 
Conference of Berlin e Potsdam 
Conference) 1945. In Two Volumes. 
Washington: United States Govern- 
ment Printing Office. $12.50. 


These two handsomely printed 
volumes carry on the story of the 
Second World War conferences 
attended by Roosevelt or Truman, 
along with Churchill and/or Stalin, 
which was begun by the publication 
of the documents relating to the Malta 
and Yalta conferences six years ago. 
Like this predecessor, they are models 
of lucid arrangement; comprehensive 
indexing, and clear explanation. They 
include recommendations and back- 
ground reports which went so far to 
shape the President's own 
to the problems which were to be 
discussed, and to the differences of 
opinion which were already mani- 
festing themselves between Washin 
ton on the one side and Whitchall 
and Moscow on the other. 


British proposals 


Jewish readers will be particularly 
interested? in the obvious anxiety of 
the State Department to impress upon 
President Truman that, in spite of 
American concern over the Zionists’ 
grievances, Palestine must be 
regarded as a British responsibility, 
so that any action which Britain 
might take ought to be given no 
excuse for sheltering behind Ameri- 
can approval. The Top _ Secret 
Briefing Book Paper on Palestine 
(1. 972-4) prepared for the President 
underlines the desirability of ensuring 
that Britain did not attribute any 
feature of her future proposals on 
Jewish immigration to American 
pressure—a reservation which seems 
connected with the blunt recognition 
of fierce Arab resentment at any 
enlargement of the almost derisory 
uotas of immigration laid down in 
the 1939 White Paper. 

The same paper reminds President 
Truman that before his death, Pre- 
sident Roosevelt had said that any 
long-term settlement of the Palestine 
question was a proper subject for the 
United Nations Organisation § to 
handle when it came to function 
effectively. Equally noteworthy for 
the student of Israel's political emer- 
gence are the records of the confer- 
ence of the Zionist leaders with Grew 
in Washington in June, 1945, and the 
reports of Ambassador Winant from 
London in July and of Consul- 
General Pinkerton from Jerusalem in 


the same month; all of these convey 
impression o enormous com- 
plexities of the problem. 

But President Truman remained 


undaunted by his experts. His 
Memorandum of July 24 to 
Churchill, written at Babelsberg 


(Il. 1403), bluntly records the “ pas- 
sionate protests” in America against 
the “drastic restrictions imposed on 
Jewish immigration by the British 
White Paper of 1939”; and goes on 
“to express the hope that the British 
Government may find it possible 
without delay to take steps to lift 
the restrictions of the White Paper 
on Jewish immigration into Pales- 
tine.” 
Henderson submitted ai careful 
analysis of the past attitudes of mem- 
bers of the new Labour Cabinet in 
Britain to the Palestine question, 
arguing therefrom that the Party was 
definitely committed to a pro-Zionist 
policy—a deduction which might well 
have startled such Party stalwarts as 
Bevin. Attlee returned a polite but 
very “cagey™ answer to Truman's 
Babelsberg memorandum ; but 
Truman pushed ahead undeterred. 


American policy 


At his Press conference in Wash- 
ington on August 16, the President 
announced that the creation of a 
Jewish national State had been dis- 
cussed, and was being discussed. with 
Attlee, but not with Stalin “who 
could do nothing about it”—a 
curious remark in the light of Soviet 
policy towards the Jewish commu- 
nity inside the Soviet Union and her 
satellites. Truman went on to say 
that the view put forward at Potsdam 
was that America wanted to let as 
many Jews into Palestine as possible 
“but that the matter would have to 
be worked out diplomatically and 
would have to be on a peaceful basis 
as he had no. desire to send half a 
million American soldiers to keep 
the peace in Palestine.” This obiter 
dictum may give rise to some interest- 
ing speculations. If Truman had 
taken more seriously the possibility 


7 that American intervention would in 


fact “keep the peace in Palestine,” 
might he have decided to take a more 
active hand in the settlement than 
was contemplated by the cautiously 
correct State Department policy of 
insisting that Britain held the Pales- 
tine baby while at the same time

Judaism as a Philosophy: The 
Philosophy of Abraham Bar Hiyya 


(1065-1143). By Leon D. Strrskin.

The philosophic thought of 


Abraham Bar Hiyya has already 
received ample attention in the writ- 
ings of several other scholars, but 
the present work is richer in exposi- 
tion and more detailed in presentation. 
On the whole this is an able and 
scholarly treatment of a difficult 
subject,, showing evidence of wide 
reading and research. The detail on 
the contacts of Abraham Bar Hiyya’s 
teaching with the two principal 
sysiems of Greek philosophy—the 


neo-Platonic the Aristotelian— 
which were at that time striving for 
supremacy in the Western world, is 
a feature which deserves special 
commendation. Readers should also 
find instructive the concluding chap- 
ter, “His Contribution to a Philo- 
sophy of Judaism” (to which the 
book owes its main titl—a title 
which some may consider somewhat 
pretentious). 

But the author's claim that the book 
proposes, probably for the first time, 
that Abraham Bar Hiyya was the 
first Jewish Aristotelian will appear 
to not a few readers as _ rather 
exaggerated.

This is a beautifully illustrated and 
splendidly produced work 
some four hundred photographs o 
drawings and maps of Eretz Israel 
from the earliest times down to the 
end of the _nineteenth-century. 
Already the ancient Egyptians and 
‘Assyrians adorned the walls of their 

laces and temples with pictures 
illustrating their campaigns in Pales- 
tine. Among those included in this 
volume are the Assyrian reliefs of 
the famous siege of Lachish now at 
the British Museum. _ 

During the Byzantine period, 
mosaic art reached the height of its 
development, and some of the fine 
illustrations on mosaic floors in early

medieval Palestine are reproduced in 
this book. The holy places, in 
particular, were subjects of drawings 
by pilgrims, tourists, and 
artists throughout the Middle Ages 
as well as in modern times. Among 
places thus immortalised in religious 
art are Jerusalem, Jericho, Nazareth, 
Tiberias, and Mount Sinai. During 
the last two or three centuries, 
Jewish popular art depicted sacred 
institutions, holy places, and famous 
tombs—such as those of Rachel and 
Rabbi Meir Baal Ha-ness—not only 
in books but also on a large variety 
of objects—utensils, plates, maps, 
and so on. Many of the pictures and 
most of the maps are imaginary and 
represent idealised representations 
rather than realistic reproductions. 
But they all share in common 
artistic beauty and a love for the 
Holy Land. 

_ In collecting these maps and draw- 
ings from widely scattered sources 
and providing. detailed historical 
introductions, individual descriptions 
of each picture, and an extensive 
bibliography, Dr. Vilnai, who has 
already made a name for himself as 
Israel's foremost geographer, has 
contributed a valuable work on the 
history and art of Eretz Israel.

The Eternal Dissent, By Davin 
Abelard-Schuman. 255. 


This is an excellently written book, 
indeed, one of the best Jewish books 
which have come to us from America 
in recent years. Rabbi Polish has 
pertinent things to say about the 
creative possibility of Jewish life 
under the conditions of the Diaspora, 
but gives at the same time warm 
expression of his loyalty to every- 
thing concerning the State of Israel. 
What is so valuable about this double 
aspect is his theological approach ; 
what he says is naturally of political 
consequence. But he says it not & a 


politician but as a teacher of Judaism, 


marshalling his arguments from a true 
assessment of the Biblical] and rab- 
binical sources. 

His chapter about the Akedah is a 
masterpiece; he presents the Mid- 
rashic .material but does not ignore 
what modern psychology has to say 
about the relationship of Abraham, 
Ishmacl, and Isaac. He rejects the 
interpretation of the CEdipus-complex 
which destroys the father-son relation- 
ship as we Jews have to see it. The 
law of the father is not the law of a 
State or of a tyrant, but is a law to 
which both love and obedience can 
respond. 


_—— Meaning of Martyrdom 


About the Nazi revolt against God, 
Rabbi Polish writes: “ Men seal their 
expulsion of God with the blood of 
Israel” (p. 166). “Thus Israel does 
not suffer at the hand of God but 
together wi Him. Israel's 
martyrdom is the consequence not of 
God's wrath, but of evil men’s wrath 
against God.” “Martyrdom has 
meaning!”’, these last three words are 
the keynote of Rabbi Polish’s pro- 
phetic instruction concerning the 
Churban. “ Because of our sins,” the 
Gentiles must say, “six million Jews 
had to die.” To the surviving Jewish 
people Rabbi Polish has this to say: 


“The martyrdom of the Jewish 

..» Makes a heavy claim upon 
us to hallow this martyrdom 4 
hallowing our lives” (p. 172). Quoting 
the Midrash that the Messiah was 
born in the hour when the Temp} 
was destroyed, Rabbi Polish turns i 
our own situation and eXpresses the 
conviction “ that the death and rebirth 
of twentieth-century Jewry containg 
elements of a startling inner revelg. 
tion which it is not yet given to y< to 
fathom” (p. 193). To bring this 
revelation to our consciousness, the 
author demands an authentic Jewish 
theology “ which is a compelling need 
both for us and the world” (p. 161) 


An Anachronism 


We can say that Rabbi Polish has 
made his own very important contr. 
bution to this “authentic Jewish 
theology.” I would like—only fo, 
the sake of completeness—to add 
three critical observations: Firy, | 
cannot accept Rabbi Polish’s Pree. 
ment with Brenner's Tolstoyan 
idealism concerning manual work 
Secondly, I regard  Krochmal's 
appraisal of the Hegelian conception 
of the State as an utter anachronism 
today. Thirdly, I find that more mug 
be said about the concept of clite to 
which Rabbi Polish rightly looks as a 
cure for our ailments. A Jewish élite 
must not become a class within the 
Jewish ople but must remain 
integrated in it. A Jewish élite can 
only be an élite of scholars, whether 
ministers or not. We do not want 
“the priest-ridden community” of 
which the late Sir Robert Waley 
Cohen was so afraid, nor do we want 
a community in which intellectuals 
play truant where the job of day-to 
day work has to be done. An élite of 
scholars, similar to the rabbis of the 
classical age who still understood the 
Biblical prophetic message. is, indeed. 
the right human material from which 
leadtrs™ of the Jewish people will 
come forth.

Henry Moores new carving

As we saw at Whitechapel last 
winter Henry Moore's activity of the 
last ten years has been mainly in 
bronze, but we are now privileged to 
See a new carving in his favourite 
elmwood at the New London Gallery. 
It is a reclining figure seven and a 
half feet long and, though it is still 
in progress, one can be assured that 
the sculptar would not exhibit it if 
it needed more than finishing off. 

His dre yg figures are his most 


individual and greatest works and 
this is no exception, though the 
deliberate intervention of a shar 


vertical ridge to the left of the head, 
which is most tenderly chiselled, 
seems to work against perfectly flow- 
ing co-ordination.

Baked Alaska 


For this you will require a very 
stiffly frozen family-size ice cream 
brick ; a sponge cake about 7 x 10 
inches and 2 inches thick, and a 
meringue made with 4 egg whites and 
6 OZ. CaSler sugar. 


The secret of success in making this 
“ Hot Ice Cream Dish ” is to be sure 
that the ice cream is completely 
covered with the meringue, so that 
the heat does not reach it, and the 
oven must be very hot to set the 
meringue quickly. 

First heat the oven (475°-500° ; 
Regulo 8-9). Whip the egg whites to 
a stiff froth, add half the sugar, whisk 
again till stiff, then fold in remaining 
sugar, and whisk again till very stiff. 

Put the sponge cake on a baking 
dish, place the ice cream on top, then 
pile the meringue on the top and 
sides of the ice cream, ag hinge it 
completely, and taking care that there 
is a thick layer where the ice cream 
and cake meet. Spread the meringue 
so that there are no cracks or spaces 
left. Sprinkle with caster sugar and 
place at once in the heated oven for 
3-4 minutes when the meringue should 
be slightly coloured. Serve immedi- 
ately.

A Lloyds insurance broker for over 
40 years, Mr. Egerton (former name, 
Emanuel) had lived in Cheltenham 
since his retirement in 1940. He died 
in April last at the age of 88. He 
was an acknowledged connoisseur of 
Chinese art and had assembied a 
valuable collection. 

Mr. Egerton took no part in Jewish 
communal affairs and had never been 
a ‘subscriber to the Board of 
Guardians where, before the publica- 
tion of the will, he was completely 
unknown.

Rashi (38) 


Rabbi Solomon Yitzhaki, known by 
his initials as Rashi, was born in the 
year of the death of Rabbenu Gershom, 
* Light of the Exile” (1040). 

Rashi, who was born in the city of 
Troyes, in northern France, received his 
education in that city. When he reached 
the age of twenty he went to the 
Yeshivot of Worms and Mainz, where 
he studied under the guidance of 
Rabbenu Gershom's disciples, while 
suffering from poverty. Rashi did not 
want to maintain himself by making use 
of his Talmudic knowledge. He there- 
fore made a living by producing wine. 
To the yeshiva that he established came 
pupils from France and Germany. 

Rashi did not have male offspring— 
only three daughters, whom he married 
off to his best pupils. 

In his old age Rashi witnessed the 
suffering brought about by the 
Crusaders. The great man, who was 
bound to his people with all his heart, 
suffered especially from the misfortunes 
that befell the Jews in France and Ger- 
many. He wrote religious poetry, in 
which he mourns over the troubles that 
came upon his people. 

He died in the year 1105 at the age 


of 65.

MARKET

quarters of “ rigorous” measures and 
by some remarkably off-beat specula- 
tion on those measures by political 
whose prognostica- 
tions have made the City (and City 
Editors) shudder. 

The pattern of the Chancellor's 
measures seems likely to include a 
higher Bank Rate, drawing on Inter- 
national Monetary Fund resources to 
boost reserves, increased beer, spirit, 
and tobacco duties, and purchase tax, 
a check on bank financing of specula- 
tive building developments, and an 
attempt to curb bank credit im other 
fields. Some attempted reduction in 
Government spending and even some 
measure of control of capital 
development and capital raising by 
industry are also likely. 

Once moves on these lines are out 
of the way the market may settle 
down and reach a basis from which 
recovery can be anticipated. 


Forecasts confirmed 


The market setback has brought 
some new issue casualties and post- 
ponements. The £30 million Die 
tillers rights issue, however, should 
have gone well and the company has 
confirmed its forecasts by announcing 
trading profits of £34.8 million for the 
year to last March against £32.9 
million previously. Final dividend is 
the forecast 8} per cent on the capital 
increased by last year’s “one-for- 
five’ scrip issue but not by the cur- 
rent rights offer. The capital is now 
on a 134 per cent dividend basis. 

Another issue bidding for success is 
the City Centre £18.9 million Con- 
vertible Loan stock offer of which 
Mr. Charles Clore and Mr. Jack Cot- 
ton and their associates are taking up 
some 51 per cent. Forecast of an 
increase im dividend from 25} per 
cent to not less than 40 per cent 
during the 1962-64 conversion period 
makes the offer particularly attractive.

Participants in the last Maccabiah 
Games of four years ago will not 
recognise Maccabiah Village _ this 
August. The site looked like a bee- 
hive this week, with dozens of men 
and machines working frantically to 
complete the work of the opening of 
the Sixth Maccabiah. The Games 
will be held between August 29 and 
September 5, but “Rassco,” the 
builders, and the Maccabi World 
Union aim to have the Village ready 
by August 15. 


An entire estate of exsthetic, per- 
manent buildings has mushroomed 
in place of the Maccabiah tent city 
which, in 1957, accommodated the 
sportsmen. The Maccabiah parti- 
cipants will find a group of buildings, 
each with a courtyard and a garden 
in its centre, over the eleven acres 
of the Ramat Gan compound. The 
buildings are on pillars to ensure 
coolness even in the hottest weather.

The buildings contain 40 double- 
bedrooms, with private showers, The 
only structure standing four years ago

BOND DRIVE FOR 
ISRAEL 


Sin,— Your statement (July 7 issuc) 
that American Zionists fought the 
establishment of Israel Bond sales is 
not correct. The facts are as follows: 


On May 13, 1950, a group of 
American Fionist leaders were invited 
to Jerusalem and conferred with 
members of the Government and the 
Jewish Agency on Israel's financial 
sition. Various plans for increas- 
ing the revenue of the United Jewish 
—— and the launching of a large- 
scale popular loan were discussed. 


On September 3, 1950, the Govern- 
ment of Israel and the Jewish 
Agency convened an economic con- 
ference of American Jewish leaders 
(Zionist and non-Zionist) which 
decided on a number of measures, 
including the launching of a bond 
drive in the United States. 


During the conference the Israel 
Prime Minister announced that the 
Zionist Organisation of America— 
through its President—Mr. Benjamin 
Browdy—-pledged itself to sell 
$100 million in bonds. Mr. Ben- 
Gurion said that this was the first 
response to the programme adopted 
by the conference. His statement was 
followed by an announcement from 
Mrs. Rose Halprin—the President of 
Hadassah—-that. her organisation 
would give the fullest support to the 
sale of bonds in the United States. 
Similar statements by the Mizrachi 
and the American Labour Zionist 
Movement followed.

*.* it is a well-known fact that the 
opening of the Bond drive in Minne- 
apolis—atiended by the Israel Ambassa- 
dor and Government representative—was 
boycotted by the Zionist leaders, and 
that similar incidents occurred elsewhere. 


Zionist opposition to the Bond drive 
stemmed from fear that Mr. Ben-Gurion 
intended it to circumvent the U.S.A. 
Zionist Movement in order to nullify 
their interventions in Israch politics. 
Naturally, those Zionisis who were 
opposed to identification wih Israch 
parties adopied a generally more 
benevolent altitude. With the Bond 


drive's success the U.S.A. Zionists came 
round eveniually.—Fd. J.C.’

“No taxation without representa- 
tion” should be the Diaspora’s 
guiding principle in its dealings with 
Isracl, according to Professor Ernst 
Simon, Professor of Education at the 
Hebrew University.

MARXIST CONTROL 
OF POLISH SCHOOLS

The new law just passed by the 
Polish Seym (Parliament) makes it 
compulsory for all schools to intro- 
duce the teaching of Marxism and 
scientific world outlook.”

MR. MARSHALL BACK 
IN ASSEMBLY

SINGAPORE 
Mr. David Marshall, the former 
Chief Minister of Singapore and 


Chairman of the Workers’ Party, has 
become a member of the Assembly 
again, after an absence of nearly 
three years. 


In a by-election here the brilliant 
Jewish lawyer beat his nearest 
opponent, Mr. Mahmud bin Awang, 
of the People’s Action Party, by 546 
votes. Mr. Marshall's own vote 
totalled 3,598. Three other parties 
took part in the by-election. 

After his victory Mr. Marshall was 
acclaimed by a huge crowd, 


constructive proposals to make. He 
suggested that books written by great 
Jewish thinkers of the Diaspora 
should be translated into Hebrew for 
the benefit of Isracli youth. He also 
urged the necessity for a new ty 
of Israeli emissary, imbued with the 
values of Judaism. 

The main theme of the conference 
was the problem of revitalising the 
role of the synagogue. However, a 
formal resolution put by Mr, Morris 
Laub, of the. United Synagogue of 
America, paying tribute to the World 
Council for its réle in revitalising 
Jewish life, and asking it to establish 
a European section, was shelved. 

When the resolution was discussed, 
Professor André Neher. of Strasbourg 
University, expressed his opposition 
to the paragraph mentioning § the 
“ provision of competent rabbis and 
teachers for synagogue and school” 
as one of the tasks of the projected 
European section. He pointed out 
that only the rabbinical school of the 
Consistoire is recognised by French 
legislature as qualified to educate 
rabbis for French Jewry. 


Sympathy with Bene Israel 


He also opposed the adoption of 
the resolution because it was couched 
in the name of “representatives and 
leaders of synagogues in 13 coun- 
tries.” Many participants, he stated, 
had not been mandated by any syna- 
gogue or community. 

It was, nevertheless, intimated by 
some members of the Council that 
they would carry on negotiations by 
letter for the foundation of a Euro- 
pean Section. 

One resolution which was passed 
by the conference concerned the Bene 
Israel community of Indian Jews. It 
expressed sympathy with them in their 
dispute with the Isracli Cinef Rab- 
binate over marriages with other Jews 
and hoped that any measure which 
“separates Jew from Jew” might be 
speedily brought to an end. 

On Tuesday afternoon all the 
participants visited the Paris Mem- 
orial to the Unknown Jewish Martyr, 
when Rabbi E. Bulz. Chief Rabbi of 
Luxemburg, led the prayers for the 
six million victims of Nazism, 


U.S.A. RABBIS CONFER 
IN ISRAEL 


New 

Nearly 300 Orthodox rabbis, mem- 
bers of the Rabbinical Council of 
America, flew to Israel this week to 
attend the organisation’s conference 
in Jerusalem next Monday, the first 
to be held there by an American rab- 
binic body. Altogether more than 
500 rabbis are expected to participate. 

During the conference, which will

PRAYER-BOOK IN

Saturday shift workers at the new 
Hadassah Hospital in Ein Kerem, 
four-and-a-half miles from the centre 
of Jerusalem, will in future travel 
there jn a bus camouflaged to look 
like an ambulance. This follows the 
stoning of the bus by religious 
zealots. The step was agreed to by 
Hamekasher, the local bus co-opera- 
tive, after a series of altercations 
between it ultra-Orthodox 
inhabitants of Mea Sh’arim. 


For the first few weeks, workers 
were taken to the new building by 
truck, but they complained of dis- 
comfort. Hadassah then arranged for 
Hamekasher to supply a bus instead. 
This bus. although marked “ Private,” 
was stoned last Sabbath by religious 
zealots. Some people were slightly 
injured and ten were arrested by the 
police. 

On Monday mornin 
retaliated by cutting off bus services 
from Mea Sh arim, forcing many 
residents to walk long distances to 
work. The services were restored, 
however, on the orders of Mayor Ish- 
Shalom and the Minister of Trans- 
port.
